Board  of  Appeals'  jurisdiction  over  Airport  permits;  use  and 
disposition  of  park  property;  City  purchasing  of  materials 
and  supplies;  and  bonded  indebtedness,  respectively,  to 
clarify  provisions  carried  over  from  the  1932  Charter. 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  new  Charter  was  in  skeletal 
form  at  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  report.  However,  Mr. 
Tom  Owen  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  advises  that  the 
purpose  of  the  subject  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is  to 
clarify  various  sections  of  the  new  Charter.  Specifically,  Mr. 
Owen  states  that  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would: 

•  Amend  Section  2.110,  related  to  the  sale  or  lease  of  real 
property,  to  reinstate  language  from  the  1932  Charter 
ensuring  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  retains  the  same 
authority  to  approve  leases  as  had  been  granted  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  under  the  1932  Charter. 

•  Amend  Section  4.106  to  exempt  Airport  permits  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  Mr.  Owen  states  that

Airport  permits  are  generally  either  leases  or  licenses,  rather 
than  regulatory  permits  or  uses  of  police  power,  or  are 
related  to  aviation  activities  under  the  Airport's  jiu-isdiction. 
As  such,  Mr.  Owen  states  that  appeals  of  such  Airport 
permits  have  been,  and  should  continue  to  be,  heard  by  the 
Airport  Commission. 

•  Amend  Section  4.113  to  clarify  the  procedures  and 
conditions  for  use  or  disposition  of  park  property.  This 
proposed  amendment  would  clarify  that  the  voters  must 
approve  the  use  of  park  property  for  non-recreational 
purposes,  as  well  as  any  sale  or  other  transfer  of  park 
property.  Mr.  Owen  advises  that  this  change  would  also 
make  explicit  that  these  limitations  apply  to  all  property  of 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  (RPD),  including 
playgroiuids,  athletic  facilities  and  recreation  centers  as  well 
as  parks.  The  amendment  would  also  reinstate  a  requirement 
from  the  1932  Charter  that  all  RPD  leases  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

•  Amend  Section  9.111  related  to  the  general  authority  to 
incur  indebtedness.  Mr.  Owen  was  unable  to  provide  a 
description  of  this  change  at  the  time  this  report  was 
prepared,  but  will  be  available  to  explain  this  amendment  to 
the  Rules  Committee  at  its  February  4,  1997  meeting. 

Mr.  Owen  further  advises  that  he  does  not  expect  the 
proposed  Charter  Amendment  to  include  changes  to  Sections 
4.129  or  16.112,  although  these  sections  were  referenced  in 
the  skeletal  version  of  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment. 

Recommendation:     Approval  of  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is  a  policy

Charter  Amendment 

16.103  -  1996  Charter  (formerly  Section  6.407  of  old  Charter) 

The  subject  Charter  Section  is  now  entitled  Utility  Revenue  and 
Expenditures.  The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  change 
the  title  to  Surplus  Utility  Revenues. 

Currently,  Charter  Section  16.103  states  that  revenues  received 
by  any  utihty  (i.e.  the  Water  Department,  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the 
Clean  Water  Program)  operated  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (PUC)  shall  be  maintained  in  a  separate  fund  and 
expended  for  the  following  purposes: 

"1.  For  the  payment  of  operating  expenses,  pension  charges 
and  proportionate  payments  to  such  compensation  and 
other  insurance  and  accident  reserve  funds  as  the 
Commission  may  establish  or  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
may  require; 

2.  For  repairs  and  maintenance; 

3.  For  reconstruction  and  replacements  as  hereinafter 
described; 

4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  and  sinking  funds  on  the  bonds 
issued  for  acquisition,  construction  or  extension; 

5.  For  extensions  and  improvements;  and 

6.  For  a  surplus  fund." 

Currently,  with  respect  to  item  3  above  (concerning 
reconstruction  and  replacements)  Charter  Section  16.103 
further  states  that: 

"  For  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  reconstruction  and 
replacements  due  to  physical  and  functional  depreciation 
of  each  of  the  utilities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission,  the  Commission  must  create  and  maintain  a 
reconstruction  and  replacement  fund  for  each  such  utility, 
sufficient  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  section,  and 
in  accordance  with  an  estabhshed  practice  for  utilities  of 
similar  character,  which  shall  be  the-basis  for  the  amount 
necessary  to  be  appropriated  annually  to  provide  for  said 
reconstruction  and  replacements." 
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The  existing  language  above  would  be  deleted  from  the  Charter, 
and  the  purposes  for  which  Utility  revenue  can  be  expended 
would  be  specified  by  the  Administrative  Code  which  now 
incorporates  former  Charter  Section  6.407-1  (concerning  the 
uses  of  Water  Department  revenue)  and  former  Charter  Section 
6.407-2  (concerning  the  uses  of  Hetch  Hetchy  revenue).  These 
two  former  Charter  Sections  were  transferred  from  the  Charter 
to  the  Administrative  Code.  Provisions  for  the  expenditure  of 
Cleanwater  Program  revenues  have  always  been  part  of  the 
Administrative  Code. 

Former  Charter  Sections  6.407-1  and  6.407-2  provide  that 
Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  revenue  are  to  be 
expended  for  the  pajonent  of  interest  and  sinking  fionds  on 
revenue  bonds  as  a  higher  priority  than  reconstruction  and 
replacement.  Current  Charter  Section  16.103  provides  that 
reconstruction  and  replacement  is  a  higher  priority  than  interest 
and  sinking  funds  on  bonds,  and  the  Charter  prevails  over  the 
Administrative  Code  which  now  includes  former  Charter 
Sections  regarding  the  use  of  Water  Department  and  Hetch 
Hetchy  revenue.  Consequently,  the  PUC's  financial  advisors 
believe  that  Water  Department  Revenue  bonds  coiild  be 
adversely  affected,  perhaps  receiving  lower  ratings  and/or  higher 
interest  rates  and  debt  services  requirements  since  potentially 
significant  reconstruction  and  replacement  expenditures  could 
take  priority  over  the  payment  of  debt  service. 

Because  of  the  potential  adverse  affect  on  the  Water 
Department's  credit  ratings  and  debt  service  expense  for  any 
future  revenue  bonds,  this  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would 
remove  the  language  quoted  above  from  the  Charter.  If  approved 
therefore,  the  purposes  for  which  Water  Department  and  Hetch 
Hetchy  revenue  can  be  appropriated  will  be  dictated  by  the 
Administrative  Code  under  the  provisions  of  former  Charter 
Sections  6.407-1  and  6.407-2.  With  respect  to  Water 
Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  revenues,  the  Administrative 
Code  now  states  that  such  funds  may  be  expended  for  the 
followdng  purposes: 

"     (1)       the     payment     of    operation     and     maintenance 
expenses  for  such  utility  and  related  facilities; 

(2)  the  payment  of  pension  charges  and  proportionate 
payments  to  such  compensation  and  other 
insurance  or  outside  reserve  fixnds  as  the 
commission  may  establish  .  ,or  the  board  of 
supervisors  may  require  with  respect  to  employees 
of  the  commission: 
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(3)  the  payment  of  principal,  interest,  reserve,  sinking 
fund,  and  other  mandatory  funds  created  to  secure 
revenue  bonds  hereafter  issued  by  the  commission 
for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  extension  of 
water  department  or  related  facilities  owned, 
operated  or  controlled  by  the  commission; 

(4)  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  general 
obligation  bonds  heretofore  or  hereafter  issued  by 
the  city  and  county  for  water  department  purposes; 

(5)  reconstruction  and  replacement  as  determined  by 
the  commission  or  as  required  by  any  water 
department  revenue  bond  ordinance  or  resolution 
duly  adopted  and  approved; 

(6)  the  acquisition  of  land,  real  property  or  interest  in 
real  property  for,  and  the  acquisition,  construction, 
enlargement  and  improvement  of,  new  and  existing 
buildings,  structures,  facilities,  equipment, 
appliances  and  other  property  necessary  or 
convenient  to  the  development  or  improvement  of 
such  utility  owned,  controlled  or  operated  by  the 
commission;  and  for  any  other  lawful  purpose  of  the 
commission  including  the  transfer  of  surplus  funds" 
to  the  Greneral  Fund. 

Comment;  Charter  Section   16.103   also  provides  language  involving  the 

certification  by  the  Controller  of  any  excess  surplus  funds  for  a 
utility,  and  the  extent  to  which  such  excess  surplus  funds  can  be 
transferred  to  the  General  Fund.  All  such  language  concerning 
the  transfer  of  excess  surplus  funds  from  the  City's  utilities  to 
the  General  Fund  remain  unchanged  in  this  Charter  Section. 

Recommendation:       Approve  the  submission  of  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment.

Section  10.25-1  of  the  Administrative  Code  authorizes  the 
Controller  to  provide  reimbursement  to  City  employees  to 
recover  part  or  all  of  the  costs  of  replacing  or  repairing 
personal  equipment  or  property  that  has  been  damaged  or 
stolen  in  the  line  of  duty  without  the  fault  of  the  City 
employee.  The  Controller  recommends  reimbursement  after 
reviewing  the  claim  and  after  reviewing  the  Department 
Head's  certification  that  the  damage  or  theft  occurred  in  the 
line  of  duty  and  that  the  amount  certified  for  payment  is  fair 
and  reasonable. 

Of  the  five  employee  claims  submitted,  the  Controller's  Office 
has  denied  one  claim,  returned  two  claims  to  their 
Department  with  a  request  to  supply  missing  Department 
Head  signatures  and  accounting  information,  and 
recommended  that  one  claim  be  paid  in  full,  in  the  amount  of 
$251.  The  fifth  claim  was  withdrawn  by  its  Department. 
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Comments:  1.   The  Controller  has  certified  that  funds  are  available  for 

this  employee  reimbursement  fi;om  the  Department  of  Public 
Works'  FY  1996-97  operating  budget. 

2.  As  shown  in  the  Attachment,  the  Controller  has 
recommended  a  reimbursement  totaling  $251  to  one  City 
employee.

Public  Utilities  Conmiission 

Ordinance  amending  Section  6.1-1  of  the  Administrative 
Code  to  provide  for  additional  time  for  awarding  contracts  let 
by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Section  6.1  of  the  Administrative  Code,  "Bidding  Required  on 
Contracts  Exceeding  $50,000;  Time  for  Bidding,"  provides 
that  contracts  which  exceed  $50,000  shall  be  awarded  not 
less  than  10  days  after  the  last  date  of  publication  inviting 
bids  or  more  than  30  days  after  receipt  of  the  bid,  unless  the 
time  for  awarding  such  contract  is  extended  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  in 
order  to  develop,  implement  or  improve  a  qualifying 
affirmative  action  nondiscrimination  program  as  required  by 
Section  12B  of  the  Administrative  Code,  the  contract 
awarding  authority  shall  have  an  additional  30  days  or  a 
total  of  60  days  after  request  of  the  bid  within  which  to 
award  such  contract  to  the  lowest  reliable  and  responsible 
bidder. 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  amend  Section  6.1-1  of  the 
Administrative  Code  to  allow  the  Public  Utihties  Commission 
(PUC)  to  include  in  its  call  for  bids  a  specified  period  of  time 
to  extend  the  award  of  contracts  exceeding  30  days  after 
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receipt  of  the  bid  or  to  extend  the  time  of  award  of  any  such 
bid  with  the  consent  of  the  successful  bidder,  without 
subsequent  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  Port 
Commission  is  presently  authorized  to  do.  Therefore  the  PUC 
is  requesting  blanket  authority  to  award  contracts  after  30 
days  from  the  receipt  of  bids  without  the  necessity  of  the 
PUC  obtaining  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  each  time  such 
contract  award  dates  are  extended. 

Comments:  1.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  by  its  Resolution  No.  96- 

0285  of  December  10,  1996,  requested  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  amend  Administrative  Code  Section  6.1-1  to 
provide  that  the  General  Manager  of  the  PUC,  upon  approval 
by  the  PUC,  may  specify  in  calls  for  bids  a  period  of  time  to 
award  said  bid  exceeding  30  days  or  may  extend  the  time  to 
award  such  bid  with  the  consent  of  the  successful  bidder. 

2.  According  to  Mr.  Todd  Cockburn  of  the  PUC,  during  the 
past  several  years,  the  awarding  of  construction  contracts  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  been  becoming 
increasingly  more  time  consuming  for  various  reasons, 
resulting  in  the  Commission  having  to  request  that  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  approve  the  extension  of  time  for  contract 
awards  with  greater  frequency.  Mr.  Cockburn  advises  that 
the  major  reasons  for  not  being  able  to  make  awards  within 
the  30-day  time  period  (an  additional  30-day  time  period  is 
presently  permitted  if  required  to  implement  or  improve  a 
qualifying  affirmative  action  nondiscrimination  program) 
specified  in  Section  6.1  of  the  administrative  Code  are: 

bid  protests; 

failure  of  the  low  bidder  to  furnish  required  post-bid  and 
pre-award  documentation  to  staff  in  a  timely  fashion; 

bid  irregularities  in  the  low  bid  that  result  in  a  decision  to 
award  to  other  than  the  low  bidder;  and 

Commission  procedures  resulting  from  time  requirements 
for  public  notice. 

Mr.  Cockburn  further  reports  that  obtaining  Board  of 
Supervisors  approval  for  each  contract  extension  adds  at 
least  two  months  onto  the  bid  and  award  period,  thereby 
delaying  the  start  of  construction  or  forcing  the  need  to  rebid 
due  to  the  reluctance  of  the  low  bidder  to  extend  their  bid. 
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According  to  Mr.  Cockburn,  many  PUC  contracts  are  parts  of 
projects  that  require  construction  to  be  performed  by  a 
certain  deadline  so  as  not  to  adversely  impact  other  contract 
schedules.  Further,  the  additional  time  required  to  obtain 
Board  of  Supervisors  approval  can  have  a  serious  impact  on 
construction  scheduling,  according  to  Mr.  Cockburn. 

Mr.  Cockburn  advises  that  the  ability  to  extend  the  contract 
award  time  period,  depending  on  the  circumstances  of  the 
project,  is  more  urgent  now  that  the  PUC  is  not  only 
responsible  for  contracts  that  affect  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the 
Water  Department,  but  also  for  the  contracts  that  will  be 
awarded  in  connection  with  the  City's  Clean  Water  Program 
and  sewage  system  repairs,  maintenance,  and  construction, 
which  are  now  imder  the  jurisdiction  of  the  PUC. 

Mr.  Cockburn  further  advises  that  when  the  Clean  Water 
Program  was  under  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  no 
Commission  approval  was  required.  Award  of  these  contracts 
was  made  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  and  were 
exempted  from  the  time  requirements  as  noted  under  Section 
6.1-2  of  the  Administrative  Code. 

Attached  to  this  report  is  a  memorandum  from  Mr.  Frank 
Mangold  of  the  PUC's  contracting  section.  Mr.  Mangold 
states  that  for  calendar  years  1994  through  1996,  the  PUC 
awarded  58  contracts  and  was  required  to  obtain  an 
extension  of  time  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  five  of  the 
contracts.  According  to  Mr.  Mangold,  the  PUC  has  40 
contracts  scheduled  for  bid  and  award  for  Hetch  Hetchy  and 
the  Water  Department  during  calendar  year  1997,  and  an 
additional  40  contracts  for  the  Clean  Water  Program. 
Further,  according  to  Mr.  Mangold,  the  Contracts  Section 
anticipates  having  to  process  approximately  20  emergency 
sewer  repairs  contracts  during  calendar  year  1997. 
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Recommendation:     Approval  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  a  policy  matter  for  the 

Board  of  Supervisors.

During  the  past  three  calendar  years,  PUC  awarded  58  contracts,  which  is  an  average  of  20  per 
year. 

We  have  had  to  request  the  Board  to  approve  extension  of  time  for  award  for  five  of  these 
conlracts- 

During  1997,  PUC  has  scheduled  to  bid  and  award  40  contracts  for  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department,  which  is  a  two-fold  increase  in  that  construction  activity.  On  top  of 
that,  PUC  has  acquired  Clean  Water  Program  from  DPW.  The  Clean  Water  contracting  activity 
will  be  approximately  40  scheduled  contracts  plus  approximately  20  anticipated  emergency 
sewer-  break  contracts  during  1997. 

With  this  increased  contract  volume,  we  foresee  more  potentials  for  not  being  able  to  make 
award  within  the  times  specified  in  Section  6. 1  of  the  Admin  Code,  especially  with  the  impact  of 
a  large  number  of  emergency  contracts  for  Hetch  Hetchy  and  SFWD  that  are  developing  as  the 
result  of  the  recent  storms  and  floods.

In  1995,  the  California  State  Legislature  adopted  Senate  Bill 
866  (SB  866)  which  added  Sections  27130  to  27137  to  Article  6 
of  the  State  Government  Code  requiring  local  Boards  of 
Supervisors  to  establish  a  County  Treasury  Oversight 
Committee  if  surplus  funds  are  being  invested.  The  purpose 
of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  to  amend  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Section  10.79  to  comply  with  the  State 
Government  Code. 

The  new  City  Charter,  Section  6.106,  provides  that  the 
Treasurer  is  responsible  for  the  "safeguard,  deposit  and 
investment  of  all  moneys  in  accordance  with  sound 
financial  practices."  Currently,  Section  10.79-2  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  addresses  the  issue  of 
investment  of  surplus  funds  and  delegates  authority  for  the 
investments  to  the  Treasurer. 
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Section  27131  of  the  State  Government  Code  requires  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  create  a  County  Treasury-  Ch-ersight 
Committee  consisting  of  between  three  to  11  members.  The 
proposed  ordinance  would  add  Sections  10.79-4  through 
10.79-8  to  the  Administrative  Code  which  would  establish 
the  Coiinty  Treasu-n.-  CH-ersight  Committee  for  the  Citv-  and 
Count].-  of  San  Francisco,  state  the  purpose  and  duties  of  the 
committee,  and  clarify  the  composition  requirements  and 
the  selection  procedures  for  the  committee.  The  proposed 
ordinance  wotdd  specify  that  the  committee  would  consist  of 
five  members,  from  any  of  the  following  six  possible 
member  categories:  (1)  the  Treasurer.  (2)  the  Controller.  (3) 
a  representative  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  (4) 
the  Count>-  Superintendent  of  Schools  or  his  her  designee, 
(5)  the  Chancellor  of  the  Community  College  District  or 
his/her  designee,  or  (6)  members  of  the  pubhc. 

The  St-ate  Government  Code  also  states  that  all  committee 
members  must  also  meet  the  conditions  for  membership. 
namely  not  being  allowed  to  contribute  to  election 
campaigns  or  fundraising  efforts  for  the  Treasurer  and  or 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  not  being  allowed 
to  work  for  investment  organizations  for  three  years  after 
leaving  the  committee.  The  committee  members  would 
ser\-e  for  a  term  of  four  years.  The  committee  would  ser%-e 
as  an  advisory  body  and  would  be  responsible  for  re\iev.ing 
and  making  recommendations  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  the 
poHcies  for  investment  of  surpl\is  funds,  but  would  not  have 
the  authoritv-  to  direct  individual  decisions,  select  individual 
investment  advisors,  brokers,  or  dealers,  or  impinge  on  the 
daily  operations  of  the  Treasiirer. 

Comments:  1.  According  to  Ms.  Sandra  Schaefer  of  the  City  Attorney  s 

Office,  approval  of  the  proposed  ordinance  would  comply 
with  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  State  Government 
Code. 

2.  According  to  the  Treasurer,  the  oversight  committee 
would  meet  quarterly  to  review  and  make 
recommendations  on  the  Treasurer  s  policies  for 
investment  of  surplus  funds  and  to  review  the  City's 
investment  portfoho. 

3.  As  shown  in  the  Attachment  provided  by  the  Treasurer. 
the  costs  associated  with  the  oversight  committee  would  be 
an  estimated  SI. 000  armually.  These  costs  would  include 
advertising  of  the  committee  meetings  which  are  open  to 
the  pubhc  (S650).  and  miscellaneous  clerical,  printing  and 
other  costs  ($350).  Section  10.79-5(b)  states  that  the  oversight

committee  should  "cause  an  annual  audit  to  be  conducted  to 
determine  the  Treasurer's  compliance  with  Government 
Code  Article  6  including  Sections  27130  through  27137."  The 
purpose  of  the  audit  is  to  examine  the  structure  of  the 
investment  portfolio  and  the  risks  and  would  not  differ  from 
other  audits  of  the  Treasurer,  according  to  the  Treasurer. 
However,  according  to  the  Treasurer,  there  would  be  no 
additional  costs  for  the  audit  requirement  under  the 
proposed  legislation  because  an  annual  audit  is  already 
conducted  by  the  Controller,  and  that  audit  would  fulfill  the 
audit  requirements  of  this  proposed  legislation. 

4.  Section  27135  of  the  State  Government  Code  states  that  the 
costs  associated  with  the  oversight  committee  including  the 
annual  audit  "shall  be  county  charges  and  may  be  included 
with  those  charges  enumerated  under  Section  27103."  and 
that  "any  treasurer,  or  other  authorized  county  officer,  who 
invests,  deposits  or  otherwise  handles  funds  for  public 
agencies  for  the  purpose  of  earning  interest  or  other  income 
on  such  funds  as  permitted  by  law,  may  deduct  from  such 
interest  or  income,  before  distribution  thereof,  the  actual 
administrative  costs  of  such  investing,  depositing  or 
handling  of  funds  and  of  distribution  of  such  interest  or 
income."  In  summary,  the  costs  associated  with  the 
oversight  committee  would  be  included  within  the 
administrative  costs  of  investing  City  money  and  can  be 
deducted  from  the  interest  earned  from  the  City's 
investments. 

5.  The  Treasurer  advises  that  she  has  begun  to  compile  a 
list  of  nominees  for  the  five-member  oversight  committee, 
which  will  be  presented  in  a  resolution  at  a  later  date  for  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  including  the 
Treasurer;  the  Controller;  Mr.  William  Coleman,  the 
Budget  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District,  who  has  been  designated  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools;  and  Mr.  Leo  Fermin,  the  member  from  the  public. 
Mr.  Fermin  is  being  nominated  because  of  his  extensive 
experience  in  public  finance  as  the  Assistant  Deputy 
Director  of  Business  and  Finance  at  the  Airport.  According 
to  Ms.  Schaefer,  Mr.  Fermin,  a  City  employee,  may  be 
appointed  to  the  committee  as  a  member  selected  from  the 
category  of  public  members.  The  Treasurer  states  that  the 
fifth  nominee  would  be  a  representative  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.

Comments: 


1.  According  to  Mr.  Mark  Primeau,  the  Director  of  DPW, 
the  estimated  $517,000  cost,  which  was  provided  by  JC 
Decaux,  includes  the  total  cost  for  the  furniture, 
installation,  engineering,  permit  and  taxes.  The  most 
expensive  items  are  the  street  lights,  which  are  estimated 
to  cost  approximately  $34,000  per  street  light. 

2.  Mr.  Primeau  advises  that,  if  the  City  accepts  the 
proposed  gift,  the  City  is  under  no  obligation  to  JC  Decaux 
for  purchasing  any  additional  equipment,  furnishings  or 
services  from  JC  Decaux. 


Recommendation: 


3.  Mr.  Primeau  reports  that  the  proposed  gift  of  well- 
designed  and  coordinated  street  furniture  is  intended  to 
provide  a  test  area  for  a  more  aesthetically  pleasing  and 
an  enhanced  street  environment  in  San  Francisco.  This 
gift  originated  from  discussions  held  last  year  in  Paris 
among  the  Mayor,  DPW  officials  and  JC  Decaux.  The 
Moscone  Center  area  was  selected  because  it  was  a 
compact  area,  that  provided  distinct,  architectural 
features,  according  to  Mr.  Primeau. 

4.  The  proposed  resolution  states  that  JC  Decaux  would 
install  and  maintain  all  of  the  street  furniture  except  for 
the  changing  of  light  bulbs  in  the  street  lights,  which 
would  be  the  responsibility  of  the  City.  Although  there  are 
not  anticipated  to  be  significant  maintenance  expenses, 
Mr.  Primeau  reports  that  JC  Decaux  will  be  responsible 
for  removing  any  graffiti  or  other  maintenance 
requirements  related  to  the  proposed  street  furniture. 

5.  According  to  Mr.  Primeau,  the  proposed  street  furniture 
could  be  installed  by  the  beginning  of  June,  1997. 

Approval  of  the  proposed  resolution  is  a  policy  matter  for 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Resolution  to  approve  an  Engagement  and  Contingency 
Agreement  for  the  City  Attorney  to  retain  the  law  firm  of 
Milberg  Weiss  Bershad  Hynes  &  Lerach  and  the  law  firm  of 
Leiff,  Cabraser,  Heimann  &  Bernstein  in  Mangini  v.  R.J. 
Reynolds  Tobacco  Co..  et  al.. 

On  March  27,  1997  the  City  Attorney  initiated  litigation  to 
intervene  in  Mangini  v.  R.J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Co..  et  al..  in 
the  name  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  California,  to  enjoin 
practices  related  to  the  marketing  of  cigarettes  targeted  at 
minors  through  the  Joe  Camel  advertising  campaign  and  to 
seek  civil  penalties  and  restitution  of  profits. 

In  an  effort  to  limit  the  expenditure  of  San  Francisco 
resources  in  such  litigation,  on  March  18,  1997  the  law  firms 
of  Milberg  Weiss  Bershad  Hynes  &  Lerach  and  Leiff, 
Cabraser,  Heimann  &  Bernstein  were  retained  by  the  City 
Attorney  to  assist  with  the  case  on  a  contingency  fee  basis. 
This  proposed  resolution  would  authorize  the  City  Attorney 
to  enter  into  the  Engagement  and  Contingency  Agreement, 
on  a  retroactive  basis,  with  the  two  law  firms  and  pay  these 
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two  firms  on  a  contingency  fee  basis,  for  their  services  to  be 
rendered  in  the  case  of  Magini  v.  R.J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Co., 
et  al.. 

According  to  Ms.  Elizabeth  LaPorte  of  the  City  Attorney's 
Office,  the  City  Attorney  retained  the  law  firm  of  Milberg 
Weiss  Bershad  Hynes  &  Lerach  and  the  law  firm  of  Leiff, 
Cabraser,  Heimann  &  Bernstein,  based  on  their  experience 
with  tobacco  company  litigation.  Specifically,  Milberg  Weiss 
Bershad  Hynes  &  Lerach,  located  in  San  Francisco,  has  been 
representing  the  private  plaintiff  in  Mangini  v.  R.J.  Reynolds 
Tobacco  Co.  et  al.,  and  Leiff,  Cabraser,  Heimann  & 
Bernstein,  also  located  in  San  Francisco,  represents  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  its  other  lawsuits  against  the 
tobacco  industry. 

Under  this  proposed  Engagement  and  Contingency 
Agreement,  the  two  law  firms  retained  for  this  case  by  the 
City  Attorney  would  be  paid  for  their  services  on  a 
contingency  fee  basis.  The  two  law  firms  would  advance  all 
expenses,  except  City  Attorney  salaries,  related  to  the 
litigation.  According  to  Ms.  LaPorte  and  as  stated  in  the 
Engagement  and  Contingency  Agreement,  the  "City  is  not 
liable  to  pay  any  of  the  expenses  of  the  Litigation." 

Comments:  1.   Ms.     LaPorte    reports    that    the    Engagement    and 

Contingency  Agreement  between  the  City  Attorney  and  the 
two  law  firms  was  signed  on  March  18,  1997.  Therefore,  the 
proposed  resolution  should  be  amended  to  provide  for 
retroactive  actions  previously  taken. 

2.  According  to  Ms.  LaPorte,  the  two  law  firms  will  pay  for 
all  outside  costs  associated  with  litigating  the  case  of 
Mangini  v.  R.J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Co..  et  al..  and  provide 
paralegal  support.  The  City  Attorney's  Office  will  oversee  the 
litigation  and  existing  City  Attorney  staff  will  prepare  for  the 
litigation  with  the  support  of  the  two  outside  law  firms. 

3.  Ms.  LaPorte  reports  that  the  two  law  firms  would  be 
entitled  to  be  reimbvirsed  from  any  settlement  proceeds  for 
all  of  their  expenses  related  to  the  litigation  plus  25  percent 
of  any  monetary  recovery  if  the  litigation  is  resolved  by 
settlement  before  trial.  However,  Ms.  LaPorte  adds  that  if 
the  case  should  go  to  trial,  then  the  two  law  firms  wo\ild  be 
entitled  to  compensation  fi'om  any  court-awarded  proceeds 
for  all  of  their  expenses  related  to  the  litigation,  plus  30 
percent  of  any  monetary  recovery.  According  to  Ms.  LaPorte, 
the  two  law  firms  will  only  receive  reimbursement  for  their 
costs  and  services  if  the  lawsuit  is  won  by  the  City  and  a 
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recovery  is  obtained  from  the  defendant.  Additionally,  under 
no  circumstances  will  the  City  be  liable  for  any  costs  or  fees 
to  the  law  firms,  according  to  Ms.  LaPorte. 

4.  According  to  Ms.  LaPorte,  the  agreement  applies  only  to 
the  City's  participation  in  Mangini  v.  R.J.  Reynolds  Tobacco 
Co..  et  al..  and  the  City  retains  final  authority  over  all 
aspects  of  the  litigation. 

Recommendation:     1.   In  accordance  with  Comment  No.  1  above,  amend  the 

proposed  resolution  to  authorize  the  City  Attorney  to 
retroactively  enter  into  the  Engagement  and  Contingency 
Agreement  with  the  two  firms. 

2.  Approval  of  the  proposed  resolution  is  a  policy  matter  for 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Resolution  approving  a  Cooperation  Agreement  between  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Petrocchi 
Brothers  relating  to  the  future  leasing  of  property  at  998  and 
988  El  Camino  Real  in  South  San  Francisco. 

The  Petrocchi  Brothers  formerly  leased  a  parcel  of  land, 
known  as  the  998  City  Parcel,  located  at  998  El  Camino  Real 
in  South  San  Francisco,  from  the  PUC.  In  1995,  the  PUC 
terminated  the  lease  with  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  in 
connection  with  a  dispute  that  involved  complaints  filed  by 
the  City  against  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  and  by  the  Petrocchi 
Brothers  against  the  City.  See  Item  8,  File  46-97-6  in  the 
Litigation  portion  of  this  April  22  meeting  of  the  Rules 
Committee,  which  pertains  to  settlement  of  this  litigation. 
The  Budget  Analyst  does  not  report  on  confidential 
litigation  matters,  so  this  report  will  focus  on  the 
Cooperation  Agreement,  which  pertains  to  future  leasing  of 
the  site,  and  not  on  the  Settlement  Agreement,  which  will 
be  heard  in  closed  session. 


Although  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  no  longer  lease  the  998 
City  Parcel,  they  own  an  adjacent  parcel,  known  as  the  998 
Parcel  (as  compared  to  the  "998  City  Parcel"),  which  is 
located  on  a  portion  of  998  El  Camino  Real  and  on  988  El 
Camino  Real.  The  998  City  Parcel  (owned  by  the  PUC)  and 
the  998  Parcel  (owned  by  the  Petrocchi  Brothers)  are 
currently  being  used  by  two  tenants:  (1)  the  South  City  Car 
Wash,  Inc.  (SCCW)  and  (2)  Mr.  Tom  Koulouris,  who 
operates  a  Unocal  Station  on  the  site.  The  car  wash  and  the 
gasoline  station  each  occupy  space  that  includes  portions  of 
the  998  City  Property  and  portions  of  the  998  Property  (i.e., 
both  the  PUC  property  and  Petrocchi  Brothers  property). 

Mr.  Gary  Dowd  of  the  PUC  states  that  SCCW  and  Tom 
Koulouris  both  currently  have  leases  with  the  Petrocchi 
Brothers  and  with  the  PUC.  SCCW  currently  pays  the  PUC 
$51,000  per  year.  Mr.  Koulouris  currently  pays  the  PUC 
$42,000  per  year.  Mr.  Dowd  reports  that  both  leases  are  on  a 
month-to-month  basis,  and,  as  such,  have  not  required 
Board  of  Supervisors  approval.  The  leases  were,  however, 
approved  by  the  PUC. 
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The  South  City  Car  Wash  lease  with  the  Petrocchi  Brothers 
will  expire  on  May  31,  1999.  Mr.  Koulouris'  lease  with  the 
Petrocchi  Brothers  for  the  gasoline  station  expired  on 
January  17,  1997. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  proposed  Cooperation  Agreement, 
following  expiration  of  the  current  leases,  the  City  and  the 
Petrocchi  Brothers  would  jointly  lease  the  998  City  Parcel 
owned  by  the  PUC  and  the  998  Parcel  owned  by  the 
Petrocchi  Brothers.  The  Cooperation  Agreement  states  that 
the  joint  lease  is  desirable  because  the  configuration  of  the 
parcels  is  such  that  the  fair  market  value  of  each  parcel 
leased  separately  is  less  than  the  fair  market  value  of  both 
parcels  combined. 

The  Cooperation  Agreement  states  that,  at  least  three 
months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  respective  current 
leases  with  the  Petrocchi  Brothers,  the  City  and  the 
Petrocchi  Brothers  will  cooperate  to  determine,  through 
appraisal  or  otherwise,  the  highest  and  best  use  of  the  site, 
and  will  enter  into  negotiations  with  prospective  tenants. 
(See  Comment  No.  1.)  The  City  would,  according  to  the 
Cooperation  Agreement,  take  the  lead  role  in  organizing 
the  negotiations,  but  all  costs  of  the  appraisal  and  leasing 
process  are  to  be  shared  equally  by  the  City  and  the 
Petrocchi  Brothers.  The  new  leases  would  contain  the 
standard  terms  of  the  City's  then-prevailing  form  of 
Ground  Lease,  modified  to  describe  the  joint  landlords.  All 
rent  paid  under  the  new  leases  would  be  divided  equally 
between  the  City  and  the  Petrocchi  Brothers.  Mr.  Dowd 
states  that,  although  the  998  City  Parcel  is  somewhat  larger 
than  the  998  Parcel  owned  by  the  Petrocchi  Brothers,  the  998 
Parcel  owned  by  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  has  frontage  on  El 
Camino  Real,  while  the  998  City  Parcel  does  not.  Therefore 
Mr.  Dowd  states  that  the  equal  division  of  rental  revenues 
represents  a  fair  allocation  of  the  value  of  the  respective 
properties. 

The  City  would  be  the  "managing  landlord,"  but  would  need 
the  consent  of  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  to  incur  any  single 
expense  in  excess  of  $1,000.  All  expenses  associated  with 
the  leasing  and  operation  of  the  property  would  be  divided 
equally  between  the  City  and  the  Petrocchi  Brothers. 

Comments:  1.  The  proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  states  that  the 

parties  will  select  a  prospective  tenant  "through  a  public 
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bidding  process  or  otherwise."  Mr.  Bruce  Lyraburn,  a 
private  attorney  who  negotiated  the  Cooperation  Agreement 
for  the  PUC,  states  that  this  language  recognizes  the  fact 
that  the  existing  tenants,  SCCW  (car  wash)  and  Mr. 
Koulouris  (gasoline  station)  own  the  structures  that  they 
use,  and  therefore  might  have  an  unfair  advantage  in  a 
competitive  bid.  Mr.  Lymburn  states  that,  if  the  PUC 
determines  that  the  existing  tenants  would  have  an  unfair 
advantage  in  a  competitive  bid,  the  PUC  would  instead 
determine  the  fair  market  rent  by  obtaining  an  impartial 
appraisal,  and  would  negotiate  on  a  sole  source  basis  with 
the  tenant  in  question. 

Mr.  Lymburn  advises  that,  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report, 
the  PUC  and  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  are  soliciting  bids  for 
the  gas  station  on  a  month-to-month  lease  since  Mr. 
Koulouris'  lease  with  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  expired  on 
January  17,  1997.  The  gasoline  station  tanks  are  owned  by 
the  Petrocchi  Brothers.  Mr.  Lymburn  states  that,  once  the 
SCCW  car  wash  lease  expires  on  May  31,  1999,  the  PUC  and 
the  Petrocchi  Brothers  believe  that  the  highest  and  best  use 
of  the  site  may  be  to  combine  the  current  car  wash  and  gas 
station  sites  as  a  small  shopping  center.  Mr.  Lymburn 
states  that,  if  the  uses  are  changed,  he  expects  that  the  PUC 
would  select  teneints  through  a  competitive  bidding  process. 

2.  The  proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  states  that  the  PUC 
and  (if  applicable)  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  retain  the 
complete  discretion  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  entering  into 
any  agreement  or  transaction  contemplated  in  the 
Cooperation  Agreement,  including  the  new  leases. 
According  to  the  Charter,  PUC  leases  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  if  they  carry  a  term  of  ten  years  or 
more,  or  involve  annual  revenues  of  $1  million  or  more. 

3.  The  Petrocchi  Brothers  would  retain  primary  liability  for 
the  underground  petroleum  product  storage  tanks  used  for 
the  gas  station  and  the  car  wash,  and  would  be  responsible 
for  maintaining  the  tanks  in  compliance  with  all 
environmental  laws.  Mr.  Dowd  states  that  soils  tests  have 
been  conducted  which  indicate  that  no  spillage  from  the 
tanks  has  occurred  on  either  property. 

3.  Mr.  Dowd  advises  that  BART,  through  condemnation 
proceedings,  may  temporarily  take  both  the  998  City  Parcel 
and  the  998  Parcel  owned  by  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  in 
connection    with   the    planned    BART    expansion   to    the 
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Airport.  The  proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  states  that, 
if  the  taking  occurs  after  the  new  leases  have  been 
approved,  the  City  would  take  the  lead  role  in  negotiating 
with  BART  regarding  a  condemnation  award,  which  would 
be  shared  equally  between  the  City  and  the  Petrocchi 
Brothers.  If  the  taking  occurs  before  such  new  leases  have 
been  approved,  each  party  would  negotiate  separately  with 
BART.  Mr.  Lymburn  states  that,  once  construction  of  the 
BART  extension  to  the  Airport  is  completed,  the  surface  of 
the  properties  should  again  be  available  for  use  by  the  City 
and  the  Petrocchi  Brothers. 

4.  If  either  the  City  or  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  decide  at  some 
time  in  the  futiu-e  to  sell  their  respective  property,  under  the 
proposed  Cooperation  Agreement,  each  party  grants  the 
other  a  right  of  first  refusal  to  acquire  their  property.  Under 
this  right  of  first  refusal,  the  selling  party  must  provide  the 
other  party  with  an  opportunity  to  match  the  best  offer 
which  the  selling  party  receives  from  any  third  party.  The 
other  party  would  have  30  days  to  match  this  offer;  after  that 
time  the  property  could  be  sold  to  the  third  party. 

5.  Any  disputes  arising  between  the  City  and  the  Petrocchi 
Brothers  would  be  settled  through  mediation  by  submitting 
the  dispute  to  a  retired  Superior  Court  judge  appointed  by 
the  Judicial  Arbitration  and  Mediation  Services,  Inc. 
(JAMS).  If  the  dispute  is  not  settled  by  mediation,  the 
proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  states  that  the  dispute 
would  be  decided  by  neutral  binding  arbitration,  again  by  a 
retired  Superior  Court  judge  selected  by  JAMS. 

Recommendation:       We  consider  approval  of  the  proposed  resolution  to  be  a

Resolution  approving  a  Cooperation  Agreement  between  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Petrocchi 
Brothers  relating  to  the  futiu*e  leasing  of  property  at  998  and 
988  El  Camino  Real  in  South  San  Francisco. 

The  Petrocchi  Brothers  formerly  leased  a  parcel  of  land, 
known  as  the  998  City  Parcel,  located  at  998  El  Camino  Real 
in  South  San  Francisco,  from  the  PUC.  In  1995,  the  PUC 
terminated  the  lease  with  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  in 
connection  with  a  dispute  that  involved  complaints  filed  by 
the  City  against  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  and  by  the  Petrocchi 
Brothers  against  the  City.  See  Item  8,  File  46-97-6  in  the 
Litigation  portion  of  this  April  22  meeting  of  the  Rules 
Committee,  which  pertains  to  settlement  of  this  litigation. 
The  Budget  Analyst  does  not  report  on  confidential 
litigation  matters,  so  this  report  will  focus  on  the 
Cooperation  Agreement,  which  pertains  to  future  leasing  of 
the  site,  and  not  on  the  Settlement  Agreement,  which  will 
be  heard  in  closed  session. 

Although  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  no  longer  lease  the  998 
City  Parcel,  they  own  an  adjacent  parcel,  known  as  the  998 
Parcel  (as  compared  to  the  "998  City  Parcel"),  which  is 
located  on  a  portion  of  998  El  Camino  Real  and  on  988  El 
Camino  Real.  The  998  City  Parcel  (owned  by  the  PUC)  and 
the  998  Parcel  owned  by  the  Petrocchi  Brothers)  are 
currently  being  used  by  two  tenants:  (1)  the  South  City  Car 
Wash,  Inc.  (SCCW)  and  (2)  Mr.  Tom  Koulouris,  who 
operates  a  Unocal  Station  on  the  site.  The  car  wash  and  the 
gasoline  station  each  occupy  space  that  includes  portions  of 
the  998  City  Property  and  portions  of  the  998  Property  (i.e., 
both  the  PUC  property  and  Petrocchi  Brothers  property). 

Mr.  Gary  Dowd  of  the  PUC  states  that  SCCW  and  Tom 
Koulouris  both  currently  have  leases  with  the  Petrocchi 
Brothers  and  with  the  PUC.  SCCW  currentiy  pays  the  PUC 
$51,000  per  year.  Mr.  Koulovu-is  currently  pays  the  PUC 
$42,000  per  year.  Mr.  Dowd  reports  that  both  leases  are  on  a 
month-to-month  basis,  and,  as  such,  have  not  required 
Board  of  Supervisors  approval.  The  leases  were,  however, 
approved  by  the  PUC. 
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The  South  City  Car  Wash  lease  with  the  Petrocchi  Brothers 
will  expire  on  May  31,  1999.  Mr.  Koulouris'  lease  with  the 
Petrocchi  Brothers  for  the  gasoline  station  will  expire  on 
April  30,  1997. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  proposed  Cooperation  Agreement, 
following  expiration  of  the  current  leases,  the  City  and  the 
Petrocchi  Brothers  would  jointly  lease  the  998  City  Parcel 
owned  by  the  PUC  and  the  998  Parcel  owned  by  the 
Petrocchi  Brothers.  The  Cooperation  Agreement  states  that 
the  joint  lease  is  desirable  because  the  configuration  of  the 
parcels  is  such  that  the  fair  market  value  of  each  parcel 
leased  separately  is  less  than  the  fair  market  value  of  both 
parcels  combined. 

The  Cooperation  Agreement  states  that,  at  least  three 
months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  respective  current 
leases  with  the  Petrocchi  Brothers,  the  City  and  the 
Petrocchi  Brothers  will  cooperate  to  determine,  through 
appraisal  or  otherwise,  the  highest  and  best  use  of  the  site, 
and  will  enter  into  negotiations  with  prospective  tenants. 
(See  Comment  No.  1.)  The  City  would,  according  to  the 
Cooperation  Agreement,  take  the  lead  role  in  organizing 
the  negotiations,  but  all  costs  of  the  appraisal  and  leasing 
process  are  to  be  shared  equally  by  the  City  and  the 
Petrocchi  Brothers.  The  new  leases  would  contain  the 
standard  terms  of  the  City's  then-prevailing  form  of 
Ground  Lease,  modified  to  describe  the  joint  landlords.  All 
rent  paid  under  the  new  leases  would  be  divided  equally 
between  the  City  and  the  Petrocchi  Brothers.  Mr.  Dowd 
states  that,  although  the  998  City  Parcel  is  somewhat  larger 
than  the  998  Parcel  owned  by  the  Petrocchi  Brothers,  the  998 
Parcel  owned  by  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  has  fi'ontage  on  El 
Camino  Real,  while  the  998  City  Parcel  does  not.  Therefore 
Mr.  Dowd  states  that  the  equal  division  of  rental  revenues 
represents  a  fair  allocation  of  the  value  of  the  respective 
properties. 

The  City  would  be  the  "managing  landlord,"  but  would  need 
the  consent  of  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  to  incur  any  single 
expense  in  excess  of  $1,000.  All  expenses  associated  with 
the  leasing  and  operation  of  the  property  would  be  divided 
equally  between  the  City  and  the  Petrocchi  Brothers. 

Comments:  1.  The  proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  states  that  the 

parties  will  select  a  prospective  tenant  "through  a  public 
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bidding  process  or  otherwise."  Mr.  Bruce  Lymburn,  a 
private  attorney  who  negotiated  the  Cooperation  Agreement 
for  the  PUC,  states  that  this  language  recognizes  the  fact 
that  the  existing  tenants,  SCCW  (car  wash)  and  Mr. 
Koulouris  (gasoline  station)  own  the  structures  that  they 
use,  and  therefore  might  have  an  unfair  advantage  in  a 
competitive  bid.  Mr.  Lymburn  states  that,  if  the  PUC 
determines  that  the  existing  tenants  would  have  an  unfair 
advantage  in  a  competitive  bid,  the  PUC  would  instead 
determine  the  fair  market  rent  by  obtaining  an  impartial 
appraisal,  and  wo\ild  negotiate  on  a  sole  source  basis  with 
the  tenant  in  question. 

Mr.  Lymburn  advises  that,  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report, 
the  PUC  and  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  plan  to  solicit  bids  for 
the  gas  station  on  a  month-to-month  lease  when  Mr. 
Koulouris'  lease  with  the  Petrocchi  Brothers  expires  on 
April  30,  1997.  The  gasoline  station  tanks  are  owTied  by  the 
Petrocchi  Brothers.  Mr.  Lymburn  states  that,  once  the 
SCCW  car  wash  lease  expires  on  May  31,  1999,  the  PUC  and 
the  Petrocchi  Brothers  believe  that  the  highest  and  best  use 
of  the  site  may  be  to  combine  the  current  car  wash  and  gas 
station  sites  as  a  small  shopping  center.  Mr.  Lymburn 
states  that,  if  the  uses  are  changed,  he  expects  that  the  PUC 
would  select  tenants  through  a  competitive  bidding  process. 

2.  The  proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  states  that  the  PUC 
and  (if  applicable)  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  retain  the 
complete  discretion  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  entering  into 
any  agreement  or  transaction  contemplated  in  the 
Cooperation  Agreement,  including  the  new  leases. 
According  to  the  Charter,  PUC  leases  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  if  they  carry  a  term  of  ten  years  or 
more,  or  involve  annual  revenues  of  $1  million  or  more. 

3.  The  Petrocchi  Brothers  would  retain  primary  liability  for 
the  underground  petroleum  product  storage  tanks  used  for 
the  gas  station  and  the  car  wash,  and  would  be  responsible 
for  maintaining  the  tanks  in  compliance  with  all 
environmental  laws.  Mr.  Dowd  states  that  soils  tests  have 
been  conducted  which  indicate  that  no  spillage  from  the 
tanks  has  occurred  on  either  property.

The  Annual  Joint  Fundraising  Drive  is  a  program  under 
which  City  employees  may  choose  to  authorize  payroll 
deductions  for  contributions  to  designated  charitable 
organizations.  Under  Administrative  Code  Section  16.93-4, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  required  to  designate  those 
agencies  that  have  applied  to  participate  in  the  Annual  Joint 
Fundraising  Drive.  Administrative  Code  Section  16.93-2 
currently  establishes  that  all  such  organizations  must  meet 
the  following  criteria: 

•  Represent  ten  or  more  charitable  organizations  in  the  Bay 
Area. 
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•  Certify  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  Federal 
Internal  Revenue  Service  has  determined  that  contributions 
to  all  of  the  represented  charitable  organizations  are  tax 
deductible. 

•  Have  been  in  existence  for  at  least  one  year  prior  to  the 
date  of  application. 

•  Submit  its  most  recent  certified  audit  at  the  time  of  filing 
an  application  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

•  Submit  applications  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that 
include  all  relevant  information  to  the  above  criteria. 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  authorize  the  participation  in 
the  Annual  Joint  Fundraising  Drive  of  any  Fund  established 
by  the  Mayor  to  further  social  causes,  such  as  the  Mayor's 
Youth  Fund,  the  Mayor's  Homeless  Fund  and  the  Mayor's 
Youth  Employment  Summer  Program. 

Comments:  1.  Mr.  Ted  Lakey  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  states  that,  as 

currently  drafted,  the  proposed  ordinance  would  not  require 
Special  Funds  established  by  the  Mayor  to  meet  the  criteria 
that  must  be  met  by  the  federated  agencies  that  participate 
in  the  Annual  Joint  Fundraising  Drive.  The  Budget  Analyst 
recommends  that  the  proposed  ordinance  be  amended  to  (1) 
insert  the  words  "or  Mayor's  Fund"  in  Section  16.93-2(b),  to 
require  that  any  Mayor's  Fund  provide  IRS  certification  as  a 
tax  deductible  charitable  organization,  to  provide  ,  City 
employees  with  the  assurance  that  their  contributions  are  tax 
deductible,  and  (2)  insert  the  sentence:  "Mayor's  Funds  shall 
submit  their  most  recent  financial  statement  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  an  annual  basis."  to  Section  16.93-2(c),  in 
order  to  provide  full  disclosure  of  fund  activities  to 
contributors.  Mr.  Steve  Kawa  of  the  Mayor's  Office  states 
that  the  Mayor's  Office  supports  these  changes. 

2.  As  currently  written,  the  proposed  ordinance  would  permit 
the  participation  of  any  Special  Fund  established  by  the 
Mayor  to  further  social  causes.  Mr.  Kawa  recommends  that 
the  ordinance  be  amended  to  substitute  the  words  "those 
funds  being"  for  the  words  "such  as"  in  the  first  paragraph  of 
Section  16.93-2,  in  order  to  clarify  that  the  following  fiinds 
are  specifically  permitted  to  participate  in  the  Annual  Joint 
Fundraising  Drive:  the  Mayor's  Youth  Fund,  the  Mayor's 
Homeless  Fund,  and  the  Mayor's  Youth  Employment 
Simamer  Program.  The  Budget  Analyst  concurs  with  this 
recommendation. 
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3.  Mr.  Kawa  advises  that  the  Mayor's  Youth  Fund  is 
administered  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Children,  Youth  and 
Families.

The  propose  resolution  would  authorize  the  Police  Department 
to  accept  a  gift  of  specialized  computer  equipment  from  N.E.C. 
Technologies  for  the  Department's  Automated  Fingerprint 
Identification  System  (AFIS).  According  to  Lieutenant  Dennis 
Schardt  of  the  Police  Department,  the  AFIS  is  used  to  identify 
suspects  based  upon  fingerprint  evidence.  Lieutenant  Schardt 
advises  that  N.E.C.  Technologies  designed  the  system  used  for 
the  AFIS,  and  N.E.C.  Technologies  regularly  uses  the  Police 
Department's  AFIS  as  a  showcase  to  other  law  enforcement 
agencies.  Lieutenant  Schardt  reports  that  the  estimated  total 
value  of  the  equipment  is  $37,650.

Ordinance  amending  Chapter  16  of  the  Administrative 
Code  by  adding  Article  XIIC,  pertaining  to  the  regulation 
of  campaign  consultants. 

According  to  the  legislation,  the  purpose  of  this  proposed 
ordinance  is  "to  impose  reasonable  registration  and 
disclosure  requirements  on  campaign  consultants,  to 
prohibit  officeholders  and  candidates  from  engaging 
consultants  who  are  lobbyists,  and  to  encourage  campaign 
consultants  to  agree  to  comply  voluntarily  with  a  code  of 
ethical  conduct." 

According  to  Ms.  Jane  Rubin  of  the  Ethics  Commission, 
the  Ethics  Commission  is  currently  responsible  for  the 
following  seven  activities:  (1)  collecting  campaign  finance 
disclosure  statements,  and  conducting  campaign  audits, 
(2)  enforcing  lobbyist  rules  and  regulations,  (3) 
maintaining  the  Whistleblower  Program,  (4)  receiving 
conflict  of  interest  reports,  (5)  investigating  complaints 
regarding  violations  of  ethics,  (6)  providing  formal  and 
informal  advice  regarding  the  City's  campaign  finance, 
lobb5ang  and  ethics  laws,  and  (7)  conducting  training 
seminars  and  providing  educational  materials.  Under  the 
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proposed  ordinance,  the  Ethics  Commission  would  also  be 
responsible  for  administering  and  enforcing  rides  and 
regulations  regarding  campaign  consultants.  Ms.  Rubin 
reports  that  campaign  consultants  are  not  currently 
regulated  by  the  City. 

The  proposed  ordinance  defines  a  campaign  consultant  as 
"any  person  or  entity  that  receives  or  is  promised 
economic  consideration  equaling  $10,000  or  more  in  a 
calendar  year  for  campaign  consulting  services,"  and 
campaign  consulting  services  means  "participating  in 
campaign  management  or  developing  or  participating  in 
the  development  of  campaign  strategy." 

This  proposed  ordinance  would  result  in  the  addition  of 
various  provisions,  including: 

(1)  An  annual  registration  fee  of  $375  for  political 
consultants,  and  an  additional  per  client  fee  of  $100, 
would  be  established; 

(2)  A  private  citizen  would  be  granted  the  power  to  pursue 
civil  action  against  any  person  who  is  alleged  to  have 
violated,  or  to  be  in  violation  of,  any  requirement  imposed 
by  Article  XIIC  (this  proposed  amendment); 

(3)  At  the  time  of  registration,  each  campaign  consultant 
woidd  choose  whether  or  not  to  voluntarily  comply  with  a 
code  of  conduct  (see  the  Attachment  for  the  text  of  the 
code  of  conduct); 

(4)  An  officeholder,  candidate  or  candidate-controlled 
committee  would  be  prohibited  fi-om  accepting  the  services 
of  a  campaign  consultant  who  is  also  a  registered  lobbjdst, 
or  accepting  the  services  of  a  campaign  consultant  who 
has  a  campaign  consulting  agreement  with  any  other 
candidate  or  measure  appearing  on  the  same  ballot. 

Comments:  1.    Ms.   Rubin  reports   that  the   Ethics   Commission 

currently  collects  a  $35  registration  fee  from  lobbyists, 
and  an  additional  $15  per  client  of  such  lobbyists. 
However,  according  to  Ms.  Rubin,  at  its  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  on  June  9,  1997,  the  Ethics 
Commission  will  be  considering  raising  the  fees  paid  by 
lobbyists  from  $35  to  $375,  and  from  $15  to  $100.  Ms. 
Rubin  states  that,  based  on  an  analysis  of  the  costs 
associated  with  regulating  lobbyists,  the  proposed  lobbjast 
fee  increases  would  allow  the  Ethics  Commission  to  fully 
recover  the  costs  associated  with  regulating  lobbyists.  Any 
fee  increases  would  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of 
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Supervisors.  Ms.  Rubin  estimates  that  by  the  end  of  FY 
1996-97,  a  total  of  $3,250  in  lobbyist  fees  will  have  been 
collected  by  the  Ethics  Commission.  All  of  the  fees 
collected  by  the  Ethics  Commission  are  deposited  into  the 
General  Fund. 

The  proposed  draft  ordinance  would  establish  a  $375 
registration  fee  for  campaign  consultants  and  a  $100  per 
cHent  fee,  similar  to  that  proposed  for  lobbyists.  The 
Ethics  Commission  estimates  that  if  both  fee  proposals 
are  adopted,  the  Ethics  Commission  would  collect 
approximately  $43,000  in  FY  1997-98,  and  would  fully 
recover  its  costs  related  to  the  regulation  of  lobbyists  and 
campaign  consultants. 

2.  According  to  the  proposed  ordinance,  if  a  private  citizen 
prevails  in  a  civil  action  against  a  person  who  violates  the 
regvilations  in  Article  XIIC  (this  proposed  amendment),  50 
percent  of  the  financial  award  would  be  deposited  in  the 
General  Fund,  and  the  remaining  50  percent  of  the 
financial  award  wovdd  be  given  to  the  plaintiff. 

3.  Ms.  Rubin  advises  that  adoption  of  the  proposed 
ordinance  would  not  result  in  any  additional  incremental 
enforcement  costs  to  the  Ethics  Commission.

The  Annual  Joint  Fundraising  Drive  is  a  program  under 
which  City  employees  may  choose  to  authorize  payroll 
deductions  for  contributions  to  designated  charitable 
organizations.  Under  Administrative  Code  Section  16.93-4, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  required  to  designate  those 
agencies  that  have  applied  to  participate  in  the  Annual  Joint 
Fundraising  Drive.  Administrative  Code  Section  16.93-2 
currently  establishes  that  all  such  organizations  must  meet 
the  following  criteria: 

•  Represent  ten  or  more  charitable  organizations  in  the  Bay 
Area. 

•  Certify  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  Federal 
Internal  Revenue  Service  has  determined  that  contributions 
to  all  of  the  represented  charitable  organizations  are  tax 
deductible. 

•  Have  been  in  existence  for  at  least  one  year  prior  to  the 
date  of  application. 

•  Submit  its  most  recent  certified  audit  at  the  time  of  filing 
an  application  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

•  Submit  applications  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that 
include  all  relevant  information  to  the  above  criteria. 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  authorize  the  participation  in 
the  Annual  Joint  Fvmdraising  Drive  of  any  Fund  established 
by  the  Mayor  to  further  social  causes,  such  as  the  Mayor's 
Youth  Fund,  the  Mayor's  Homeless  Fund  and  the  Mayor's

Employment  Program  is  administered  by  the  Private

This  item  is  a  hearing  transmitting  claims  of  City  and 
County  employees,  from  various  departments,  for  the  costs 
of  personal  property,  which  was  damaged  or  stolen  in  the 
line  of  duty. 

Section  10.25-1  of  the  Administrative  Code  authorizes  the 
Controller  to  provide  reimbursement  to  City  employees  to 
recover  part  or  all  of  the  costs  of  replacing  or  repairing 
equipment  or  property  that  has  been  damaged  or  stolen  in 
the  line  of  duty  without  the  fault  of  the  City  employee.  The 
Controller  recommends  reimbursement  after  reviewing  the 
claim  and  after  reviewing  the  Department  Head's 
certification  that  the  damage  or  theft  occurred  in  the  line  of 
duty  and  that  the  amount  certified  for  payment  is  fair  and 
reasonable. 

Of  the  fourteen  employee  claims  submitted,  the  Controller's 
Office  has  denied  four  claims,  returned  one  claim  to  the 
department,  and  recommended  that  seven  claims  be  paid  in 
full  and  that  one  claim  be  partially  paid,  for  a  total 
reimbursement  of  $794.37.  The  fourteenth  claim  was 
withdrawn  by  the  department.

Comments:  1.   Ms.  Sarah  Ecker  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health 

advises  that  the  Department  has  proposed  deleting  its 
membership  to  the  Gerontology  Society  of  America  because 
DPH  has  not  paid  membership  fees  for  several  years  and 
does  not  anticipate  joining  the  organization  again  in  the 
future.  This  deletion  will  not  change  the  total  membership 
fees. 

2.  Ms.  Ecker  states  that  funding  for  all  of  the  18  new 
membership  fees  are  included  in  the  proposed  FY  1997-98 
budget.

Department  of  AgricultureAVeights  and  Measures 

Resolution  authorizing  the  acceptance  of  a  gift  of  a  pick-up 
truck,  valued  at  an  estimated  $10,000,  from  the  California 
Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture,  to  assist  the  City  in 
performing  pest  control  and  trapping  activities. 

Estimated  at  $10,000. 

Section  10.116  of  the  Administrative  Code  requires  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  acceptance  of  all 
gifts  to  the  City  and  County  with  a  value  greater  than 
$5,000.  The  California  Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture 
has  offered  to  donate  a  1993  Ford  Ranger  pick-up  truck, 
valued  at  an  estimated  $10,000,  to  the  City's  Department  of 
AgricultureAVeights  and  Measures. 

Mr.  David  Frieders,  of  the  Department  of 
AgricultureAVeights  and  Measures,  advises  that  the  same 
1993  Ford  Ranger  pick-up,  that  is  the  subject  of  this  gift,  is 
currently  in  use  by  the  Department  of  AgricultureAVeights 
and  Measures  trapping  staff.  The  trapping  staff  sets  and 
monitors  insect  traps  for  Mediterranean  fruit  flies,  gypsy 
moths  and  other  insects.  In  1996,  the  Department  of 
AgricultureAVeights  and  Measures  assumed  responsibility 
for  trapping  and  pest  control  duties  from  the  State  in  a 
contract. 

This  contract,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  July 
23,  1996  (File  97-96-38),  provides  for  reimbursement  by  the 
State,  of  up  to  $19,991  per  year,  for  the  Department  of 
AgricultureAVeights  and  Measures  trapping  expenditures.  As 
part  of  the  contract,  a  State-employed  trapper  was 
transferred  to  the  City's  Department  of  AgricultureAVeights 
and  Measures.  The  subject  vehicle  was  used  by  the  trapper, 
as  a  State  employee,  prior  to  the  contract  with  the  City.  After 
the  contract  was  entered  into  with  the  City,  the  State 
permitted  the  trapper  to  continue  to  use  the  subject  vehicle 
as  a  Department  of  AgricultureAVeights  and  Measures 
employee.  The  proposed  resolution  would  now  accept  the 
State's  donation  of  the  subject  vehicle  for  the  City. 
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Comments:  1.  Mr.  Frieders  advises  that  vmder  the  contract  between  the 

State  and  the  City,  under  which  the  Department  of 
Agricultiu*eAVeights  and  Measiu-es  assumed  trapping  and 
pest  control  duties,  the  State  agreed  to  donate  the  subject 
vehicle  to  the  Department  of  Agri culture AVeights  and 
Measures.  With  the  donation  of  the  gift,  the  City  will  assume 
all  liability  related  to  the  vehicle.  Mr.  Frieders  states  that 
ownership  of  the  vehicle  is  granted  to  the  City  as  long  as  the 
Department  of  AgricviltureAVeights  and  Measures  continues 
to  provide  trapping  and  pest  control  duties. 

2.  Mr.  Frieders  reports  that  maintenance  costs  for  the  vehicle 
are  reimbursed  at  $.30  per  mile,  up  to  $1,269  per  year  (or 
4,230  miles  annually),  by  the  State  as  part  of  the  contract 
with  the  Department  of  Agricultiu-eAVeights  and  Measures. 
The  estimated  cost  of  maintenance  for  this  vehicle  for  FY 
1997-98  is  $722.

First 

Sections  2.110  and  9.118 

Currently,  Charter  Section  2.110  states  that  any  lease  of 
property  by  the  City  and  County  for  ten  or  more  years, 
including  options  to  renew,  and  any  sale  or  transfer  of  real 
property  owned  by  the  City  and  Coiinty  must  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Charter  Section  9.118  currently  states  that  the  following 
types  of  contracts  and  contract  amendments  entered  into  by  a 
department,  board  or  commission,  require  Board  of 
Supervisors  approval: 

•  Anticipated  revenue  of  $1  million  or  more; 

•  Term  in  excess  often  years; 

•  Anticipated  expenditures  of  $10  million  dollars  or  more;  or 

•  Modifications  that  result  in  expenditures  of  more  than 
$500,000. 

The  proposed  Charter  amendment  would  repeal  Charter 
Section  2.110  and  amend  Charter  Section  9.118  to  include  the 
provisions  of  Charter  Section  2.110  in  Charter  Section  9.118. 
The  new  Charter  Section  9.118  would  include  contracts,  and 
sales  and  leases  of  real  property.  According  to  Mr.  Tom 
Owen,  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  the  amendment  was 
proposed  because  there  was  considerable  confusion  regarding 
the  provisions  of  Charter  Section  2.110. 

Although  Charter  Section  2.110  does  not  state  that  leases 
generating  revenue  of  $1  million  or  more  require  Board  of 
Supervisors  approval,  Mr.  Owen  advises  that  because  the 
City  Attorney's  Office  considers  leases  to  be  contractual 
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agreements,  the  provisions  of  Charter  Section  9.118  have 
been  interpreted  to  require  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  for 
leases  that  generate  revenue  of  $1  million  or  more. 

According  to  Mr.  Owen,  the  proposed  amendment  would 
ehminate  the  confusion  created  by  having  provisions  relating 
to  leases  in  two  sections  of  the  Charter  by  including  the 
provisions  of  contracts  and  the  sales  and  leases  of  real 
property  within  one  section,  namely  Charter  Section  9.118. 

Such  changes  would  clarify  in  one  section  of  the  Charter, 
Charter  Section  9.118,  that  the  contracts  and  leases  that 
have  a  term  of  ten  years  or  more  or  anticipated  revenues  of 
$1  million  or  more,  and  any  sale  or  transfer  of  real  property 
owned  by  the  City  and  County  must  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  This  Charter  Amendment  therefore 
combines  provisions  from  the  existing  Charter  Section  2.110 
with  the  provisions  in  Charter  Section  9.118,  while  adding 
explicit  language  that  states  that  any  lease  of  real  property 
for  a  period  of  ten  or  more  years,  including  options  to  renew, 
or  having  anticipated  revenue  to  the  City  and  County  of  $1 
million  or  more,  requires  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approval. 


Comment: 


Mr.  Owen  advises  that  this  proposed  Charter  Amendment 
would  restore  the  language  of  the  1932  Charter,  and  clarify 
that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  the  same  authority  to 
review  major  City  leases  and  contracts  that  it  had  under  the 
1932  Charter. 


Effect  on  the  Cost

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  add  Section  2.118 
to  the  Charter  which  provides  that  no  street  name  shall  be 
changed  without  prior  voter  approval.  Currently,  street  name 
changes  are  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  do  not  require  voter  approval.  Under  this  proposed 
Charter  Amendment,  responsibility  for  changes  to  the  name 
of  streets  in  San  Francisco  could  only  be  made  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  electorate. 

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  specifies  that,  if  a 
majority  of  voters  voting  on  a  proposal  to  change  a  street 
name  approves  the  street  name  change,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  take  such  actions  as  are  necessary  to 
change  the  name  of  the  street  within  90  days  of  the  election. 


The  Controller's  Office  states  that  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment,  which  transfers  responsibility  for  changing 
street  names  in  the  City  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  the 
electorate,  would  not,  in  and  of  itself,  result  in  any  increase 
in  the  cost  of  government.  The  Budget  Analyst  concurs  with 
this  assessment.

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  change  specific 
provisions  of  the  City's  Charter  related  to  the  Youth 
Commission.  The  Youth  Commission,  as  mandated  in  the 
City's  Charter,  was  established  to  advise  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  on  issues  relating  to  children 
and  youth.  In  accordance  with  the  current  Charter,  before 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  takes  final  action  on  any  matter 
that  primarily  affects  children  and  youth,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  must  refer  the  matter  to  the  Youth 
Commission  for  comment  and  recommendation.  The 
Commission  consists  of  17  voting  members,  between  the 
ages  of  12  and  23  years  of  age,  who  have  an 
understanding  of  the  needs  of  young  people  in  San 
Francisco,  or  experience  with  children  and  youth 
programs  or  organizations,  or  involvement  with  school  or 
community  activities.  Each  member  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  appoints  one  member  of  the  Youth 
Commission  and  the  Mayor  appoints  six  members, 
including  five  members  from  underrepresented 
communities  to  ensure  that  the  Youth  Commission 
represents  the  diversity  of  the  City. 

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would: 

(1)  Create  two-year,  staggered  terms  of  office:  Currently, 
the  Charter  states  that  Youth  Commissioners  shall  serve 
a  term  of  one  year.  Under  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
designate,  by  lot,  eight  Commission  seats  for  one-year 
terms,  and  nine  Commission  seats  for  two-year  terms, 
with  all  seats  commencing  June  15,  1998.  Commencing 
June  15,  1999,  all  future  members  wovild  be  appointed  for 
two-year  terms. 

(2)  Certifv  removal  of  members:  Currently,  any  Youth 
Commissioner  who  the  Commission  certifies  has  missed 
three  regularly  scheduled  meetings  in  any  six-month 
period,  without  prior  authorization  of  the  Commission, 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned  from  the  Commission. 
Under  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment,  any  Youth 
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Commissioner  who  misses  five  regularly  scheduled 
meetings  within  a  six-month  period  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  resigned.  The  Commission  staff  person  shall  certify 
the  absences,  in  writing,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  unless  the  Commission,  by  majority  vote, 
declines  to  certify  the  absences. 

(3)  Allow  for  compensation  and  reimbursement  of  Youth 
Commissioners:  Currently,  the  Charter  states  that 
members  of  the  Commission  shall  not  be  compensated, 
nor  shall  they  be  reimbursed  for  expenses.  Under  the 
proposed  Charter  Amendment,  this  prohibition  against 
compensation  would  be  deleted. 

(4)  AmpnH  the  quorum  and  voting  requirements: 
Currently,  the  Charter  does  not  address  these  issues. 
Under  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment,  a  majority  of 
the  occupied  seats  on  the  Commission  would  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  an  affirmative 
vote  by  a  majority  of  occupied  seats  would  be  required  for 
the  approval  of  any  matter.  However,  the  proposed 
Charter  Amendment  would  allow  the  Commission  bylaws 
to  authorize  the  Commission  to  act,  with  respect  to 
matters  of  procedvue,  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  present,  as  long  as  the  members  present 
constitute  a  quorum. 

(5)  Give  the  Youth  Commission  the  non-exclusive 
authority  to  conduct  programs  related  to  children  and 
youth:  The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  allow  the 
Youth  Commission  to  initiate  and  conduct  programs 
related  to  children  and  youth,  or  of  interest  to  children 
and  youth  of  age  23  years  or  under,  subject  to  the  City's 
Administrative  Code  and  the  budgetary  and  fiscal 
provisions  of  the  City's  Charter.  However,  the  proposed 
Charter  Amendment  specifically  states  that  this  power 
would  not  affect  the  authority  of  any  other  City  officer, 
employee,  board,  commission,  department  or  agency 
acting  pursuant  to  ordinance  or  Charter. 

(6)  Authorize  the  Commission  to  recommend  applicants 
for  appointment:  The  proposed  Charter  Amendment 
states  that  the  Youth  Commission  shall  review  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
regarding  applicants  for  any  position  that  will  be  assigned 
to  work  exclusively  with  the  Commission. 
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Effect  on  the  Cost 

of  Government:  The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  remove  the 

provision  that  Youth  Commissioners  cannot  be 
compensated  or  reimbursed  for  their  expenses.  However, 
the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  does  not  specify 
compensation  or  reimbursement  rates. 

Currently,  the  rates  of  compensation  for  City 
Commissioners  vary  significantly.  The  actual  amounts  of 
compensation  or  reimbursement  for  the  Youth 
Commissioners  would  be  subject  to  appropriation 
approval  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Therefore,  the  actual  fiscal  impact  on  the  cost  of 
government  would  be  determined  by  subsequent 
legislative  approval,  although  the  potential  cost  is  not 
anticipated  to  be  significant. 

The  Controller's  Office  states  that  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment,  in  and  of  itself,  is  not  anticipated  to  affect 
the  cost  of  government.

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  amend  Appendix 
AS. 559-14  and  AS. 585-14,  relating  to  retirement  benefits  for 
Police  and  Fire  Department  sworn  personnel  who  transferred 
from  membership  in  Tier  1  of  the  Employees  Retirement 
System  to  Tier  2.  Tier  2  originally  only  applied  to  Sworn 
personnel  who  became  employees  of  the  Police  or  Fire 
Department  after  1976  but  Tier  1  members  were  later 
permitted  to  transfer  to  Tier  2  (see  below). 

Charter  Section  8.586  and  8.588,  added  to  the  Charter  in 
1976,  created  the  so-called  Tier  2  retirement  schedules  for  all 
Police  and  Fire  Department  sworn  personnel  who  joined  the 
Police  or  Fire  Department  subsequent  to  the  approval  of  the 
1976  Charter  Amendment.  Except  for  the  improvements  to 
retirement  benefits  for  Tier  2  Fire  Department  sworn 
personnel  approved  by  Charter  Amendment  in  1996  (see 
below),  Tier  2  retirement  benefits  were  significantly  less  than 
Tier  1.  Tier  1  members  can  receive  retirement  benefits  of  up 
to  75  percent  of  their  final  year's  salary,  with  annual  cost  of 
living  adjustments  equal  to  those  received  by  active 
members.  Tier  2  members  can  only  receive  up  to  70  percent 
of  their  final  compensation,  with  annual  cost  of  living 
adjustments  limited  to  two  percent  of  their  first  year's 
retirement  benefits.  Tier  2  retirement  benefits  for  sworn 
employees  of  the  Fire  Department  have  improved  based  on 
Proposition  D  of  1996,  as  described  below.  The  purpose  of  the 
1976  Charter  Amendment  was  to  reduce  the  City's 
(employer)  contribution  costs  through  the  reduction  in  future 
retirement  benefits  of  Police  and  Fire  sworn  personnel. 

In  1980,  another  Charter  Amendment  added  current  Charter 
Sections  A8.559-14  and  A8. 585-14.  These  sections  provided 
Police  and  Fire  Department  sworn  employees  who  were 
enrolled  under  Tier  1  of  the  Retirement  System  with  the 
option  to  transfer  to  Tier  2,  which  provided  lower  retirement 
benefits,  and  therefore  less  cost  to  the  City,  in  return  for 
obtaining  a  lump  sum  cash  buyout  of  up  to  $40,000  per 
employee,  depending  on  their  of  years  of  service. 
Approximately  240  sworn  members  of  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  accepted  the  1980  buyout  offer.  Of  this  number, 
approximately  165  are  still  active  employees. 
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Until  November,  1996,  Tier  2  Police  and  Fire  retired 
employees  received  annual  cost  of  living  adjustments  of  two 
percent  of  their  first  year's  retirement  benefits.  Proposition 

C,  a  Charter  amendment  approved  by  the  voters  in 
November,  1996  provides  cost  of  living  adjustments  of  up  to  3 
percent  annually  for  all  retired  employees  of  the  City  and 
County.  However,  Charter  Sections  A8.559-14  and  A8.585-14 
stated  that  the  annual  cost  of  living  adjustments  for  Police 
and  Fire  Department  sworn  employees,  who  transferred  fi'om 
Tier  1  to  Tier  2,  in  consideration  of  receiving  a  cash  buyout, 
could  only  receive  the  annual  cost  of  living  adjustment  for 
Tier  2  employees  as  it  existed  in  1980  (i.e.  2  percent  of  their 
first  year's  retirement  benefits).  Such  employees  are 
therefore  prohibited  fi'om  receiving  the  increased  annual  cost 
of  living  adjustments  awarded  under  Proposition  C  of  1996. 

Also  in  November,  1996,  Proposition  D,  which  increased 
retirement  benefits  for  Tier  2  sworn  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  was  approved  by  the  voters.  Under  Proposition 

D,  Tier  2  sworn  members  of  the  Fire  Department  could 
receive  up  to  a  maximum  of  75  percent  of  their  final  salary, 
instead  of  70  percent,  and  Tier  2  members  who  retired 
because  of  a  disability  could  receive  benefits  between  50  and 
90  percent  of  their  final  salary,  based  on  the  degree  of 
disability,  instead  of  the  former  maximum  benefit  of  up  to  50 
percent.  Charter  Sections  A8. 559-14  and  A8.585-14  stated 
that  Police  and  Fire  sworn  employees  who  transferred  fi:'om 
Tier  1  to  Tier  2  in  consideration  of  receiving  a  cash  buyout 
could  only  receive  improved  benefits,  such  as  those  granted 
by  Proposition  D  of  1996,  after  the  passage  of  a  separate 
Charter  Amendment  authorizing  the  improved  benefits  and 
after  the  full  value,  plus  interest,  of  their  1980  cash  buyout 
was  deducted  from  the  increased  value  of  such  added  benefits 
paid  to  retired  employees. 

Lastly,  a  final  benefit  upgrade  for  all  employees,  including 
Tier  2  sworn  members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments, 
was  the  granting  of  survivor  benefits  to  domestic  partners. 
Because  domestic  partner  benefits  did  not  exist  in  1980, 
members  who  transferred  from  Tier  1  to  Tier  2  in 
consideration  of  receiving  a  cash  buyout  cannot  receive  this 
benefit  until  after  the  passage  of  a  separate  Charter 
Amendment  authorizing  the  improved  benefits  and  after  the 
original  buyout  amount  has  been  repaid  with  interest 
through  a  reduction  in  their  retirement  benefits  in  the 
amount  equal  to  the  value  of  the  improved  benefit. 
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Proposed 
Amendment  to 
Charter  Sections 
A8.559-14  and 
A8.585-14 


Effect  on  the  Cost 
of  Government: 


This  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  permit  sworn 
Police  and  Fire  employees  who  transferred  from  Tier  1  to 
Tier  2,  in  consideration  of  a  lump  sum  cash  buyout  of  up  to 
$40,000,  to  buy  back  benefit  increases,  such  as  those  granted 
under  Proposition  C  and  D  of  1996,  by  repaying  the 
Retirement  Fund  either  a)  a  lump  sum  amount  equal  to  the 
amount  of  the  original  cash  buyout  plus  interest  at  the  rate 
of  interest  credited  by  the  Retirement  System  to  member 
accounts  (currently  6%),  or  b)  deducting  the  amount  of  the 
cash  buyout  plus  interest  from  future  benefit  payments. 

This  new  provision  would  be  restricted  to  active  sworn 
employees  of  the  PoUce  and  Fire  Department  as  of  the  date  of 
the  approval  of  this  proposed  Charter  Amendment.  As 
previously  stated,  the  Employees  Retirement  System 
estimates  that  there  are  165  members  who  transferred  from 
Tier  1  to  Tier  2  who  are  still  active  sworn  members  of  the 
Police  or  Fire  Department.  All  such  increases  in  benefits  are 
Tier  2  increases. 

Mr.  Kieran  Murphy  of  the  Employees  Retirement  System 
reports  that  the  cost  of  this  proposed  Charter  Amendment  to 
the  Retirement  Fund  woiild  be  approximately  $400,000  on  a 
Imnp  sum,  present  value  basis.  Usually  the  cost  wotdd  be 
incurred  at  a  rate  of  approximately  $28,000  annually, 
increasing  at  the  rate  of  future  salary  increases  over  the  next 
20  years. 

However,  Mr.  Murphy  points  out  that  because  the 
Retirement  Fund  of  the  Employees  Retirement  System  is 
currently  overfunded,  it  is  expected  that  if  the  proposed 
Charter  Amendment  were  to  be  approved,  the  cost  to  the  City 
would  be  deferred  until  the  current  surplus  in  the 
Retirement  Fund  is  amortized,  or  approximately  15  years 
from  now. 

As  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  the  Controller  has  not  issued 
his  report  on  the  estimated  effect  of  this  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  on  the  cost  of  government. 
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Cominent:  Proposition  D  of  1996  only  granted  increased  retirement 

benefits  to  Tier  2  members  of  the  Fire  Department.  No  such 
improved  benefits  have  been  granted  to  Tier  2  members  of 
the  Police  Department.  If  the  same  improvement  to 
retirement  benefits  were  to  be  granted  to  Tier  2  Police  sworn 
members  of  the  Employees  Retirement  System,  which  would 
require  a  separate  Charter  Amendment,  the  cost  of  this 
improvement  would  be  increased  significantly  because  of  the 
Police  sworn  employees  who  transferred  from  Tier  1  to  Tier  2 
could  also  receive  the  improved  benefits. 

Recommendation:     Approval  of  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is  a  policy 

matter  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

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Comments:  1.    According  to  Mr.  Mauricio  Trigueros  of  DPW,  of  the  96 

organizations  that  are  currently  included  in  the 
Administrative  Code,  six  organizations  should  have  been 
deleted  in  the  proposed  ordinance.  Therefore,  the  proposed 
ordinance  should  be  amended  to  delete  the  following  six 
organizations:

Chapter  12B,  Sections  12B.l(b)  and  12B.2(b)  to  contracts  for 
overnight  delivery  services  for  a  period  of  six  months. 

Chapter  12B  of  the  Administrative  Code  requires  that  all 
contracts,  franchises,  leases,  concessions  and  other 
agreements  with  the  City  contain  a  provision  which  obligates 
the  contractor  not  to  discriminate  based  upon  race,  color, 
creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation, 
gender  identity,  disability.  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  an  AIDS  Related  Condition  (AIDS/ARC). 
Chapter  12B  also  forbids  the  City  fi-om  entering  into  contracts 
with  any  contractor  that  discriminates  in  the  provision  of 
benefits  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
employees  with  spouses  (the  Equal  Benefits  Ordinance). 

Currently,  Chapter  12B  grants  authority  to  the  Director  of 
the  Human  Rights  Commission  (HRC)  to  waive  the  domestic 
partner  benefits  requirement  in  the  case  of  sole  source 
contracts  or  when  contracts  are  necessary  to  respond  to  an 
emergency  which  endangers  public  health  or  safety.  However, 
authorization  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  required  to  waive 
the  domestic  partner  benefits  requirement  of  a  contract  for  an 
essential  City  service  when  no  contractor  in  compliance  with 
Chapter  12B  has  submitted  a  bid  and  no  potential  contractor 
meeting  the  requirements  of  Chapter  12B  can  be  identified  by 
the  City.

Resolution  urging  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
provide  a  computer  terminal  for  public  access  to  the  Board's 
legislative  database  for  purposes  of  accessing  legislative 
history. 

The  Office  of  the  Sponsor  of  the  proposed  legislation  advises 
that  the  purpose  of  a  public  access  terminal  would  be  to 
increase  public  participation  and  awareness  with  respect  to 
Board  of  Supervisors  legislation. 

Mr.  John  Taylor,  Clerk  of  the  Board,  advises  that  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board's  Office  is  working  with  the  Department  of 
Telecommunications  and  Information  Services  (DTIS)  to 
convert  the  Board's  existing  Wang-based  central  legislative 
files  system  to  a  more  reliable  and  user-friendly  personal 
computer-  (PC)  based  system.  Mr.  Taylor  has  stated  that 
when  completed,  the  PC-based  system  will  be  accessible 
from  any  computer  or  terminal  with  access  to  the  City's 
Wide  Area  Network  (WAN).  Mr.  Taylor  stated  that  he  plans 
to  have  a  terminal  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  area 
specifically  available  for  public  access.  Mr.  Taylor  reports 
that  the  PC-based  system  is  expected  to  become  operational 
sometime  in  calendar  year  1998.

Recommendation: 


1.  Mr.  Taylor  has  stated  that  the  existing  Wang-based 
system  is  unreliable  and  is  not  user  friendly,  and  that  he 
therefore  recommends  that  a  public  access  terminal  not  be 
provided  until  such  time  as  the  pending  PC-based  system 
becomes  available. 

2.  Mr.  Erasmo  Vazquez  in  the  Clerk  of  the  Board's  Office 
advises  that  the  one-time  cost  of  a  PC  and  monitor  for  public 
access  to  the  legislative  database  would  be  approximately 
$1,300  and  that  the  source  of  funds  would  be  the 
Department's  FY  1997-98  budget  for  computer  equipment. 
Mr.  Vazquez  further  advises  that  the  ongoing  cost  of 
maintaining  the  PC  and  monitor  would  be  negligible.  Ms. 
Nancy  Lillegard  of  DTIS  advises  that  the  cost  of  installing 
an  additional  data  line  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
computer  room  (Room  318)  to  Room  308  would  be 
approximately  $2,080. 

Approval  of  the  proposed  resolution  is  a  policy  matter  for 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Ordinance  amending  Administrative  Code  Section  4.11  to 
allow  employees  of  the  Office  of  Citizen  Complaints  to  use 
emergency  vehicles  owned  by  the  City  for  transportation  to 
and  from  their  place  of  residence. 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  amend  Section  4.11  of  the 
Administrative  Code  to  allow  investigators  of  the  Office  of 
Citizen  Complaints  (OCC)  who  are  on  call  before  or  after 
normal  work  hours  to  use  City-owned  emergency-equipped 
vehicles  for  transportation  to  and  from  their  place  of 
residence,  even  if  they  live  outside  of  the  County  of  San 
Francisco.  The  proposed  ordinance  would  authorize  the 
Director  of  the  Office  of  Citizen  Complaints  to  grant 
permission  to  employees  of  OCC  to  use  City-owned  vehicles 
equipped  with  emergency  equipment  for  transportation  to 
and  from  the  employee's  place  of  residence. 

The  OCC  investigates  complaints  of  misconduct  by  uniformed 
personnel  of  the  Police  Department  or  allegations  that  a 
member  of  the  Police  Department  has  not  properly  performed 
a  duty,  and  recommends  disciplinary  action  to  the  Chief  of 
Police.  The  OCC  reports  directly  to  the  Police  Commission. 

Section  4.11  of  the  Administrative  Code  pertains  to  the  use  of 
City-owned  vehicles,  and  certain  provisions  of  this  section 
restrict  the  use  of  City-owned  vehicles  for  transportation  to 
and  from  place  of  residence  by  City  employees.  In  particular. 
Subsection  4.11(b)(4)  of  the  Administrative  Code  currently 
authorizes  employees  of  five  different  City  departments  to 
use  City-owned  emergency-equipped  vehicles  for 
transportation  to  and  from  their  place  of  residence,  wdth  the 
written  consent  of  the  head  of  the  Department.  The 
Departments  granted  such  authority,  and  the  number  of 
vehicles  authorized  for  such  use  by  Subsection  4.11(b)(4)  of 
the  Administrative  Code,  are  listed  below:

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Section  4.11(b)(4)  of  the  Administrative  Code  further 
provides  that  Departments  shall  keep  detailed  records  of  all 
vehicles  used  for  this  purpose,  and  that  such  records  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  authorize  employees  of  OCC 
to  use  up  to  4  emergency-equipped  vehicles  for  the  purpose  of 
transportation  to  and  from  their  place  of  residence,  with  the 
written  consent  of  the  Director  of  OCC.  Ms.  Mary  Dunlap, 
Director  of  OCC,  states  that  currently  seven  City-owned 
vehicles  (six  are  owned  by  OCC  and  one  is  on  loan  from  the 
Police  Department)  are  used  by  the  OCC.  Four  of  those  seven 
vehicles  are  equipped  for  emergency  purposes.  These  four 
OCC-owned  emergency  vehicles  contain:  (1)  radios  which 
allow  OCC  investigators  to  communicate  with  Police 
Department  field  units  and  dispatch;  and  (2)  documents  and 
equipment  necessary  to  process  a  complaint,  such  as  a  tape 
recorder  and  complaint  forms. 

According  to  Ms.  Dunlap,  there  are  currently  five  OCC 
employees  who  are  on-call  during  non-business  hours  to 
respond  to  emergency  situations.  These  five  staff  include:  the 
■Chief  Investigator,  3  Senior  Investigators,  and  the  Director  of 
OCC.  For  example,  one  or  more  of  these  individuals  would  be 
contacted  by  the  Police  Department  in  the  following  types  of 
situations:  (1)  demonstrations  where  there  is  anticipated  or 
actual  violence  or  rioting;  (2)  any  situation  where  mass 
arrests  are  likely  to  occur;  or  (3)  citizen  complaints  in  cases 
involving  serious  injury  to  a  civilian.  Ms.  Dunlap  estimates 
that  OCC  receives  approximately  30  emergency  calls  during 
the  year. 

Comments:  1.  Ms.  Dunlap  states  that  at  the  present  time,  there  are  a 

total  of  4  OCC  employees  who  would  be  granted  permission 
to  use  emergency  vehicles  for  transportation  to  and  from 
their  place  of  residence,  piu-suant  to  the  proposed  ordinance 
(3  Senior  Investigators,  and  the  Chief  Investigator).  As 
mentioned  above,  these  four  OCC  employees  are  on-call  to 
respond  to  emergencies  during  non-business  hours.  While 
Ms.  Dunlap,  as  Director  of  OCC,  is  the  fifth  person  on-call  for 
emergencies,  she  presently  uses  a  portable  radio  rather  than 
an  emergency  vehicle  in  order  to  respond  to  emergencies.  The 
OCC  currently  has  a  total  staff  of  25,  according  to  Ms. 
Dunlap. 

2.  Ms.  Dunlap  advises  that  presently,  during  non-business 
hours  (nights  and  weekends)  the  four  OCC-owned  emergency 
vehicles  are  taken  home  at  the  end  of  the  day  and  parked  at 
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the  private  residences  of  the  Chief  Investigator  and  the  three 
Senior  Investigators,  as  a  function  of  OCC's  emergency 
responsibihties  under  the  law.  Ms.  Dunlap  advises  that  these 
emergency  vehicles  are  authorized  for  such  use  as  part  of  the 
33  emergency  vehicles  which  employees  of  the  Police 
Department  are  authorized  to  use  for  transportation  to  and 
from  their  private  residence,  pursuant  to  Section  4.11(b)(4)  of 
the  Administrative  Code.  Thus,  the  proposed  ordinance 
would  separately  grant  such  authority  to  the  OCC.  As 
discussed  in  the  Attachment,  Ms.  Dunlap  states  that  the 
proposed  ordinance  would  clarify  that  it  is  lawful  and  proper 
for  OCC  employees  to  use  vehicles  equipped  with  emergency 
equipment  for  transportation  to  and  from  their  place  of 
residence. 

3.  Ms.  Dunlap  further  advises  that  presently,  OCC  does  not 
have  overnight  public  parking  that  is  readily  available  to 
their  offices,  which  are  located  at  480  2nd  Street,  between 
Harrison  and  Bryant. 

4.  Ms.  Dunlap  estimates  that  annual  costs  to  the  City 
resulting  from  the  proposed  ordinance,  due  to  additional  fuel 
and  maintenance  costs,  is  $2,500.  Ms.  Dunlap  indicates  that 
these  costs  are  presently  absorbed  by  OCC's  funds  for  vehicle 
maintenance  included  in  the  Fiscal  Year  1997-98  budget. 
However,  Ms.  Dunlap  further  notes  that  such  costs  are  lower 
than  the  estimated  cost  of  parking  the  vehicles  in  a  private 
parking  area  near  OCC's  offices,  as  discussed  in  the 
Attachment. 

5.  Officer  Loyce  Tucker  of  the  Police  Department  advises  that 
OCC  employees  are  not  authorized  to  operate  "emergency 
vehicles,"  as  defined  under  State  law.  Such  vehicles  are 
equipped  with  sirens  and  warning  lights,  and  authorized 
operators  of  these  vehicles  are  allowed  to  violate  traffic  laws. 
Officer  Tucker  notes  that  the  four  City-owned  vehicles  that 
would  be  used  by  the  OCC  under  the  proposed  ordinance  are 
considered  "vehicles  equipped  with  emergency  equipment" 
pursuant  to  Section  4.11(b)  of  the  Administrative  Code  only 
insofar  as  they  contain  radios  for  communication  purposes. 
These  four  OCC  vehicles  are  not  equipped  with  sirens  or 
warning  lights.

The  purpose  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  Ad.  Code  4.11(b)  (4) 
is  to  clarify  that  the  OCC's  emergency-equipped  on-call  vehicles 
are  separate  from  those  of  the  SFPD,  and  that  the  authority 
resides  with  the  OCC  Director  to  send  those  on-call  vehicles  to 
and  from  the  residences  of  those  specific  personnel  (Chief  and 
Senior  Investigators)  who  are  on-call  (on  beeper  and  by 
telephone)  to  handle  emergencies  as  defined  by  law,  in  the  SFPD 
General  Orders  and  in  the  memorandum  as  to  OCC  staff  notification 
sent  to  you  earlier  this  afternoon  by  fax  (dated  9/8/97)  . 
Historically,  the  properties  and  responsibilities  of  the  OCC  and 
its  personnel  have  been  misleadingly  commingled  and  confused  with 
those  of  the  SFPD,  although  the  City  Charter  maizes  plain  that  the 
OCC  is  independent  from  SFPD  and  reports  to  the  Police  Commission 
as  a  separate  and  civilian-run  entity.   The  proposed 
clarification  of  Ad.  Code  4.11(b) (4)  is  intended  to  assure  that 
this  past  practice  does  not  interfere  with  the  respective 
abilities  of  SFPD  and  OCC  to  perform  their  distinct  functions. 

It  is  crucial  that  OCC  Chief  and  Senior  Investigators 
continue  to  be  fully  mobilized  and  equipped  (with  emergency 
communications  equipment  and  vehicles  at  the  ready)  to  respond  to 
alleged  riots,  beatings,  mass  arrests  and  similar  situations,  in 
order  to  take  fresh  and  accurate  complaints  and  do  immediate 
investigations.  This  readiness  has  existed  for  the  duration  of 
the  OCC,  and  there  is  every  good  reason  to  preserve  it.  The  City 
Charter,  SFPD  General  Orders  and  present  SFPD/OCC  procedures 
depend  upon  the  mobility  of  those  who  are  on  emergency  call  and 
on  beepers  24  hours  per  day/7  days  per  week  (i.e.,  Director; 
Chief  and  Senior  Investigators)  . 

As  to  cost,  it  is  correct  that  the  sending  of  vehicles  to 
and  from  residences  of  Chief  and  Senior  Investigators  costs  the 
additional  fuel  and  maintenance,  estimated  at  $2500.  per  annum. 
However,  this  expense  is  lower  than  the  projected  expense  of 
parking  the  vehicles  in  proximate  private  parking  ($6000.-7000. 
per  annum,  assuming  availability  in  the  area) .   Please  also  note 
that  there  is  not  currently  sufficient  City  parking  at  the  Hall 
of  Justice  (the  nearest  City  parking,  according  to  the  DPT

According  to  Ms.  Louise  Simpson  of  the  City  Attorney's 
Office,  Mr.  Ed  Graf,  a  retired  expert  in  chemical  grouting, 
was  retained  on  a  negotiated  basis  by  the  City  Attorney's 
Office,  in  addition  to  two  other  chemical  grouters,  to  provide 
expert  testimony  in  the  case  Seacliff  Sinkhole /Yec  v.  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.  According  to  Ms.  Simpson,  Mr. 
Graf  was  retained  because  of  his  unique  expertise  in  chemical 
grouting,  a  field  important  to  the  City's  case. 

However,  according  to  Ms.  Simpson,  Mr.  Graf  has  informed 
the  City  that  he  would  not  perform  work  for  the  City 
Attomej^s  Office  without  being  indemnified  by  the  City  in 
the  event  of  litigation  brought  against  him  as  a  result  of  his 
consulting  services.  Therefore,  the  proposed  resolution  wovdd 
modify  the  contract  between  the  City  Attorney's  Office  and 
Mr.  Graf  by  adding  a  clause  whereby  the  City  agrees  to 
indemnify  Mr.  Graf  against  claims  arising  out  of  the  services 
performed  under  the  contract. 

Mr.  Pat  Mahoney  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  states  that 
although  indemnification  of  expert  witnesses  is  not  an 
ordinary  practice,  the  proposed  resolution  does  not  expose  the 
City  to  significant  risk.  According  to  Mr.  Mahoney,  expert 
witnesses  cannot  be  sued  for  the  recovery  of  damages  as  a 
result  of  their  testimony.  Mr.  Mahoney  further  states  that 
even  without  indemnification,  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
would  likely  defend  a  consultant  hired  by  the  City  as  an 
expert  witness  if  that  consultant  was  sued  in  connection  with 
testimony  given  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  the  same  manner 
that  the  City  Attorney's  Office  would  defend  a  City  employee. 

1.  According  to  Ms.  Simpson,  Mr.  Graf  is  a  recognized  expert 
in  the  field  of  chemical  grouting,  a  subject  important  to  the 
Seacliff  Sinkhole  legislation,  and  is  indispensable  to  the 
City's  case.  Ms.  Simpson  reports  that  Mr.  Graf  does  not  have 
professional  liability  insurance.  Consequently,  Mr.  Graf  has 
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informed  the  City  that  he  will  not  work  without  the  City 
indemnifying  him  against  claims  arising  out  work  performed 
for  the  City. 

2.  According  to  Ms.  Gail  Roberts  of  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  (HRC),  Mr.  Graf  has  not  been  certified  in 
compliance  with  the  Equal  Benefits  Ordinance  and  is  not 
registered  as  an  MBE. 

Recommendations:   1.  In  accordance  with  Comment  No.  2  above,  amend  the 

proposed  resolution  to  make  approval  of  the  contract 
modification  contingent  upon  certification  by  HRC  that  Mr. 
Graf  is  in  compliance  with  the  Equal  Benefits  Ordinance.

Ordinance  enacting  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Elections 
Code,  Articles  I-IX,  to  provide  rules  and  procedures  for  the 
orderly  conduct  of  municipal  elections,  including  rules  for 
nomination  of  elective  officers,  submission  of  measures  to  the

According  to  Ms.  Naomi  Nishioka  of  the  Department  of 
Elections,  prior  to  June  1996,  rules  and  procedures  for 
municipal  elections  were  contained  in  both  the  old  City 
Charter  and  in  certain  sections  of  the  Administrative  Code. 
The  new  City  Charter  requires  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
adopt  a  consolidated  Municipal  Elections  Code.  Ms.  Nishioka 
states  that,  since  the  enactment  of  the  new  City  Charter,  the 
City  has  conducted  municipal  elections  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  State  Elections  Code. 

Ms.  Nishioka  advises  that  the  Department  of  Elections  is 
now  requesting  that  the  sections  of  the  Administrative  Code 
concerning  rules  and  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  municipal 
elections  be  repealed  and  that  the  proposed  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Elections  Code  be  enacted  as  required  under  the 
new  City  Charter.  According  to  Ms.  Nishioka  two  changes 
with  minor  fiscal  impact  are  contained  in  the  proposed 
Municipal  Elections  Code: 

•  Currently,  the  fee  charged  to  submit  paid  ballot 
arguments  is  $200  plus  $2.00  per  word  limited  to  a 
maximum  of  300  words.  Under  the  proposed  ordinance, 
per  word  charges  for  paid  ballot  arguments  would  be 
increased  by  $0.50,  from  $2.00  per  word  to  $2.50  per  word, 
a  25  percent  increase.  Under  the  proposed  ordinance,  the 
basic  charge  of  $200  to  submit  each  ballot  argument  and 
the  limit  of  300  words  per  paid  argument  remains 
unchanged.  Ms.  Nishioka  advises  that  the  increase  of 
$0.50  in  the  per  word  fee  is  necessary  to  cover  increased 
printing  costs. 

•  The  charge  for  persons  to  file  as  candidates  in  any 
municipal  election  would  be  either  $2,000  or  two  percent 
of  the  salary  of  the  office  for  which  the  candidate  is 
running,  whichever  is  the  higher.  Ms.  Nishioka  states 
that,  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  new  Charter,  the  cost 
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to  candidates  was  two  percent  of  the  position's  salary  and 
that,  according  to  the  State  Elections  Code,  the  present 
cost  to  file  as  a  candidate  is  $25. 

According  to  Ms.  Nishioka,  most  of  the  rules  and  procediires 
contained  in  the  proposed  Municipal  Elections  Code  are  the 
same  as  those  that  the  City  operated  under  prior  to  the  new 
Charter.  However,  Ms.  Nishioka  advises  that  some 
procedural  changes  have  been  proposed.  Ms.  Nishioka 
reports  that  a  representative  from  the  Department  of 
Elections  will  be  present  at  the  Rules  Committee  meeting  to 
explain  such  changes. 

Recom^mendation:     The  proposed  ordinance  is  a  policy  matter  for  the  Board  of 

Supervisors.

Department  of  Elections 

Ordinance  enacting  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Elections 
Code,  Articles  I-IX,  to  provide  rules  and  procedures  for  the 
orderly  conduct  of  municipal  elections,  including  rules  for 
nomination  of  elective  officers,  submission  of  measures  to  the 
voters,  preparation  and  form  of  ballots,  preparation  and  form 
of  materials  mailed  to  the  voters,  and  organization  of  the 
Ballot  Simplification  Committee  and  the  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee  on  Elections;  and  repealing  Administrative  Code 
Sections  5.69-5.89  inclusive. 

According  to  Ms.  Naomi  Nishioka  of  the  Department  of 
Elections,  prior  to  June  1996,  rules  and  procedures  for 
municipal  elections  were  contained  in  both  the  old  City 
Charter  and  in  certain  sections  of  the  Administrative  Code. 
The  new  City  Charter  requires  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
adopt  a  consolidated  Municipal  Elections  Code.  Ms.  Nishioka 
states  that,  since  the  enactment  of  the  new  City  Charter,  the 
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City  has  conducted  municipal  elections  under  the  rules  and 
regidations  of  the  State  Elections  Code. 

Ms.  Nishioka  advises  that  the  Department  of  Elections  is 
now  requesting  that  the  proposed  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Elections  Code  be  enacted  as  required  under  the  new  City 
Charter.  According  to  Ms.  Nishioka  two  changes  with  minor 
fiscal  impact  are  contained  in  the  proposed  Municipal 
Elections  Code: 

•  Currently,  the  fee  charged  to  submit  paid  ballot 
arguments  is  $200  plus  $2.00  per  word  limited  to  a 
maximum  of  300  words.  Under  the  proposed  ordinance, 
per  word  charges  for  paid  ballot  arguments  would  be 
increased  by  $1.00,  from  $2.00  per  word  to  $3.00  per  word, 
a  50  percent  increase.  Under  the  proposed  ordinance,  the 
basic  charge  of  $200  to  submit  each  ballot  argument  and 
the  limit  of  300  words  per  paid  argument  remains 
unchanged.  Ms.  Nishioka  advises  that  the  increase  of 
$1.00  in  the  per  word  fee  is  necessary  to  cover  increased 
printing  costs. 

•  The  charge  for  persons  to  file  as  candidates  in  any 
municipal  election  would  be  either  $2,000  or  two  percent 
of  the  salary  of  the  office  for  which  the  candidate  is 
running,  whichever  is  the  higher.  According  to  Ms. 
Nishioka,  this  would  apply  to  all  candidates  except 
candidates  for  the  School  Board  or  Community  College 
Board  who  would  pay  a  filing  fee  of  $500.  Ms.  Nishioka 
states  that,  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  new  Charter,  the 
cost  to  candidates  was  two  percent  of  the  position's  salary 
and  that,  according  to  the  State  Elections  Code,  the 
present  cost  to  file  as  a  candidate  is  $25. 

According  to  Ms.  Nishioka,  most  of  the  rules  and  procedures 
contained  in  the  proposed  Municipal  Elections  Code  are  the 
same  as  those  that  the  City  operated  under  prior  to  the  new 
Charter.  However,  Ms.  Nishioka  advises  that  some 
procedural  changes  have  been  proposed.  Ms.  Nishioka 
reports  that  a  representative  from  the  Department  of 
Elections  will  be  present  at  the  Rules  Committee  meeting  to 
explain  such  changes. 

Comment:  This  item  was  continued  by  the  Rules  Committee  at  its 

meeting  of  October  14,  1997  in  order  to  allow  time  for  the 
Department  of  Elections  to  consider  suggestions  to  the 
proposed  Municipal  Elections  Ordinance  submitted  by  Mr. 
John  Ehrlich,  a  former  member  of  the  Grand  Jury.  Ms. 
Nishioka  reports  that  the  Department  has  reviewed  Mr. 
Ehrlich's  suggestions  and  will  submit  an  Amendment  of  the 
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Whole  directly  to  the  Rules  Committee  which  incorporates  a 
number  of  these  suggestions.  Ms.  Nishioka  advises  that  the 
Amendment  of  the  Whole  will  contain  the  proposed  fee 
changes  as  described  in  this  report  and  would  have  no 
further  fiscal  impact.

Ordinance  amending  Section  67.24  Subsection  (e)  of  the 
City's  Administrative  Code  to  specify  that  the  evaluation 
forms  and  the  names  of  persons  serving  as  raters  for  any 
City  contract  selection  or  bidding  procedures  would  be 
subject  to  public  inspection  after  the  evaluation  process 
has  been  completed. 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  amend  Section  67.24  of  the 
City's  Administrative  Code  that  addresses  the  issues 
regarding  public  information.  The  proposed  ordinance  would 
specifically  require  that  immediately  after  any  review, 
evaluation  or  rating  of  responses  to  a  Request  for  Proposal 
(RFP)  has  been  completed  by  the  applicable  City 
department,  the  evaluation  forms  and  score  sheets  and 
any  other  documents  completed  by  persons  in  the  contract 
evaluation  or  contractor  selection  process  would  be 
available  for  public  inspection.  In  addition,  the  proposed 
ordinance  would  require  that  the  names  of  the  raters  or 
evaluators,  along  with  their  ratings,  comments,  score 
sheets  or  comments  on  related  documents,  are  to  be  made 
immediately  available  for  public  inspection  after  the  review 
or  evaluation  of  a  RFP  has  been  completed. 

1.  According  to  Mr.  B3Ton  McQuarters,  the  past  Chair  of 
the  City's  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force,  the  proposed 
change  to  the  City's  Administrative  Code  was 
recommended  by  the  Task  Force  diiring  the  Spring  of  1997. 
Mr.  McQuarters  reports  that  the  Task  Force  recommended 
the  proposed  changes  to  allow  for  more  open  government 
and  public  accountability.  According  to  Mr.  McQuarters, 
the  proposed  ordinance  would  also  hold  the  raters  and 
evaluators  of  City  RFPs  to  the  same  scrutiny  as  City 
Commissioners  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

2.  According  to  Mr.  Bob  Planthold,  the  current  Chair  of  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force,  presently  there  are  no 
RFP  evaluation  process  documents  that  are  either  easily 
accessible  to  the  public  or  that  identify  the  specific 
evaluators  that  reviewed  the  RFP.  Mr.  Planthold  reports 
that  the  proposed  ordinance  would  assist  the  public  in 
identifying  who  specifically  provided  which  ratings  or 
evaluations  once  the  recommendation  for  approval  of  a 
specific  contractor  was  made  but  prior  to  the  awarding  of 
the  contract  to  that  firm.  This  identification  process  may 
enable  the  public  to  determine  if  there  were  any  potential 
conflicts-of-interest  or  biases  on  the  part  of  the  evaluators 
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in  recommending  or  selecting  the  contractor,  according  to 
Mr.  Planthold. 

3.  Ms.  Noreen  Ambrose  of  the  City  Attorney s  Office  who 
represents  the  Port  reports  that  if  the  raters  and 
evaluators  know  that  their  individual  comments  and 
evaluations  will  be  open  to  public  scrutiny,  it  may  have  a 
negative  effect  on  (1)  the  information  provided  by  those 
raters  and  evaluators  and  on  (2)  the  future  availability  of 
such  raters  and  evaluators.  For  example,  Ms.  Ambrose 
recounts  that,  in  her  capacity  as  a  Deputy  City  Attorney, 
she  has  worked  with  various  contractors  in  the  past,  she 
will  likely  work  with  various  contractors  in  the  future  and 
she  has  sat  on  numerous  evaluation  panels  for  the 
selection  of  some  of  these  same  contractors.  Ms.  Ambrose 
comments  that  it  may  be  difficult  for  an  evaluator  to  give  a 
bidder  an  objective,  albeit  negative  ranking,  if  the  evaluator 
knows  that  that  bidder  will  have  access  to  those  individual 
rating  forms  and  comments  and  that  the  evaluator  will 
have  to  work  with  that  contractor  in  the  future.  Given  that 
predicament,  Ms.  Ambrose  notes  that  many  evaluators 
may  not  want  to  serve  on  such  a  review  panel  in  the 
future. 

4.  Ms.  Robin  Reitzes  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  who 
represents  MUNI  reports  that  while  it  may  not  be  a 
problem  to  separately  disclose  the  identities  of  the  specific 
evaluators  or  raters  or  to  separately  disclose  the  individual 
scores  or  rating  sheets,  linking  the  specific  rating  individual 
to  individual  rating  sheets  does  raise  concerns.  According  to 
Ms.  Reitzes,  linking  an  individual  with  a  specific  rating  may 
subject  the  specific  individuals  to  criticism  and,  as 
commented  above,  may  discourage  persons  from 
participating  as  raters  or  evaluators  for  the  City  in  the 
future.  Ms.  Reitzes  comments  that  most  raters  and 
evaluators  are  City  employees  or  private  individuals  that 
perform  these  responsibilities  as  a  public  service  to  the 
City  and  are  not  paid  for  these  duties,  although  they  may 
be  reimbursed  for  their  direct  expenses.  Ms.  Reitzes  further 
notes  that  the  Federal  Transit  Administration  (FTA) 
guidelines  state  that  confidentiality  be  maintained  during 
the  competitive  evaluation  process. 

In  addition,  Ms.  Reitzes  reports  that  if  the  proposed 
ordinance  applies  to  MUNI's  negotiated  procurement 
process,  it  would  undermine  the  City's  current  multiple 
phase  process  that  is  used  to  secure  the  most  favorable 
advantage  for  the  City.  Under  MUNI's  negotiated 
procurement  process,  two  separate  committees,  (1)  a  price 
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committee  and  (2)  a  technical  committee  are  established. 
These  committees,  acting  independently,  will  review 
proposals  before  recommending  a  short  list  of  firms  that 
fall  within  a  competitive  range  of  scores  based  on  the 
criteria  stated  in  the  RFP.  MUNI  may  then  enter  into 
separate  negotiations  with  this  short  list  of  firms  in  order 
to  secure  a  second  set  of  bids  and  offers.  Ms.  Reitzes 
comments  that  based  on  this  second  round  of  bids,  MUNI 
may  make  a  recommendation  for  a  preferred  firm  to  the 
Public  Transportation  Commission  (PTC).  However,  Ms. 
Reitzes  warns  that  the  PTC  is  not  obligated  to  accept  the 
staffs  initial  recommendation  and  the  Commission  could 
direct  MUNI  staff  to  go  back  for  further  negotiations. 
According  to  Ms.  Reitzes,  it  would  negate  the  benefits  of 
this  negotiated  procurement  process  if  the  proposed 
ordinance  applied  to  these  intermediate  stages  of  the 
process. 

5.  Ms.  Lori  Giorgi  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  who 
represents  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force  reports 
that  it  is  the  Board  of  Supervisors  decision  whether  to 
specifically  include  or  exempt  MUNI's  negotiated 
procurement  procedures  from  the  proposed  ordinance,  so 
as  not  to  impact  the  City's  current  multiple  phase  process 
that  is  used  to  secure  the  most  favorable  advantage  for  the 
City. 

6.  According  to  Ms.  Giorgi,  under  the  City's  existing 
legislation,  City  departments  can  charge  $.10  per  page  to 
cover  the  City's  costs  of  providing  copies  of  information  or 
specific  documents  to  the  pubUc.  The  Budget  Analyst  notes 
that,  it  is  uncertain  as  to  how  much  time  would  be 
expended  by  City  staff  to  provide  the  proposed  additional 
information  to  the  pubUc.

Section  10.25  of  the  Administrative  Code  authorizes  the 
Controller  to  provide  reimbursement  to  City  employees  to 
recover  all  or  part  of  the  costs  of  replacing  or  repairing 
equipment  or  property  that  has  been  damaged  or  stolen  in 
the  line  of  duty  without  the  fault  of  the  City  employee.  The 
Controller  recommends  reimbursement  after  reviewing  the 
claim  and  after  reviewing  the  Department  head's  certification 
that  the  damage  or  theft  occurred  in  the  line  of  duty  and  that 
the  amount  certified  for  pajonent  is  fair  and  reasonable. 

Of  the  total  $2,420.40  claimed,  the  Controller  has 
recommended  reimbursement  of  $1,281.90,  including  the 
following:

(a)  that  three  claims  totaling  $771.90  be  paid  in  full;

Mr.  Tom  Owen  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  reports  that 
State  law  requires  the  City  to  allow  six  months  for  filing  of 
such  claims.  Furthermore,  Ms.  Peg  Stevenson  of  the 
Controller's  Office  advises  that,  because  of  the  existing  State 
law,  the  Claim  Form,  issued  by  the  Controller's  Office  to 
persons  filing  such  claims,  states  that  the  deadline  is  six 
months,  not  100  days.  In  other  words,  the  City  has  been  in 
conformance  with  State  law  in  actual  practice,  and  approval
